CHAPTER I. 

OEGANIZATION OF THE FOREST DEPARTMENT. 


Part I.—General. 

1 . Tlio rules contained in this Code are applicable to »' 
the Forest Department in all the provinces under the control®"”*'*™ 
of the Government of India, hut not in the Presidencies 

of Madras and Bombay. The Governments of Madras and 
. Bombay may, by a spet;ial order, make the provisions of this 
Code api)licablo to the Forest Department in those Pre- 
sideuci('s. 

2. The immediate control of the Forest Administration ‘>>0 

and of all Forest !)usiiiess in the provinces under the Govern- 

ment of India is vested in the Chief Civil authority of each 
province. The hsrm “ Local Government ” will bo used in 
this Code to denote the Lieutenant-Governors of Bengal, 
the North-'VVestern Provinces, and the Punjab; the Chief 
Commissioners of Oudh, the Central Provinces, British 
Burma, Assam, Coorg, Ajmere, and the Andaman and Nico¬ 
bar Islands ; the Agent to the Governor General in Baluchis¬ 
tan ; and the Besident at Hyderabad. The Inspector General 
of Forests exci’cises the powers of a Local Government 
in all matters relating to the Forest Surv(*y Branch, the 
Imperial Foresi, 'Working J’lans Branch, and the Imperial 
Forest School at Dehra Diin. 

3 . The Chief Forest OflBcer in any province or part of a 
province will ordinarily be styled ‘’Conservator.” In this“couJJJvator.” 
Code, unless expressly stated otherwise, the term “ Con¬ 
servator” will include the Chief Forest Officer in CA’^ery

5 . Ix)cal Governments wdll transact their Forest business 
in such branch of their Secretariat Offices as they may 
appoint.

10. The permanent establishment shall include all officers 
of whatever rank, who arc required for the ordinary adminis¬ 
tration of the forests, and who are employed for the whole 
year and year after year. Their salaries will be charged 
under the appropriate sub-beads of li. I. 

The temporaiy establishment comprises officials who ate 
required to strengthen for a time the permanent staff, and 
their pay and allowances will be charged to the approj)riate 
sub-heads under A and B. 

The pay of labourers will be shown in the Daily Labour 
Bills and charged to the appro])riato stib-hcads. 

11 . The Government of India will, for each province or 
Conservator’s charge, sanction separately the number of Sub- 
Assistant Conservators and their rates of pay, and a monthly 
maximum amount for the remainder of the executive, protec¬ 
tive and office staffs; audit will rest with Local Govern¬ 
ments, within the limits of these monthly maximum 
amounts, to sanction such permanent forest and office estab¬ 
lishments below the rank of Sub-Assistant Conservator, or 
such j’e-distributions bet ween these establishments, as may 
be necessary. Local Governments may deleg,ate this power 
to Conservators. The amounts sanctioned will bo for pay 
only, and will not mclude tr;iveiling or boi-sc allowances. 

12. All temporary establishments require the sanction 
of the Local Government, w'lu<!h must be given for a fixed 
period, in no case to exceed twelve months. If the pay of 
any person amounts to Bs. 100 or more, the previous sanction 
of tho Government of India is required. Tho sanction for 
temporary establishments lapses with the provision made in 
the budget grant for the work on which the temporary 
establishments are employed. 

Tho sanction of the Local Government to the entertain¬ 
ment of any particular temporary estahli-shment may, if 
considered expedient, ho given to a montlily maximum 
amcfunt, and it may he left to the Conservator to make such 
alterations as ho may from time to time find necessary in the 
scale of such cstablishruont.

“ A. I.—^Timber and other produce removed from the forests 
by Government agencyand those entertained for the col¬ 
lection of revenue derived from timlier and other produce 
removed from the forests by consumers or purchasers will be 
entered under A. II. 

Persons entertained as a hnnporary measure for the pro¬ 
tection of forests from fire may, under the authority of the 
Conservator, be regai'ded as day-labourers. It will, how'ever, 
rest with Local Governiueuts, either in particular cases or 
generally in a province, to require that the men employed 
upon this duty shall be classed among t(*m])orary ostalilish- 
ments, and shall, as such, be subject to their sanction under 
the rules. 

Tcmiwraiy office establishments will be charged to sub¬ 
head B. l.d. 

Local Governments will inform the Comj)troller and 
Auditor General of any orders passed under this and the two 
jircceding sect ions. 

14. Persons employed in temporary establishments are not rarn™mi5i'!!JS' 
entitled to leave of absence, nor docs their service count for 
j)Cusion, UTiless the post which they hold is subsequently 
converted into a jiermanent appoint incut. 

15. Excejit with the permission in uniting of the Local 
Government, no Forest Officer, not being a Native of India, 
shall acquire or continue to liold cultivated laud, or land 
intended to be cultivated, or forest land, in any province to 
which he is temporarily or permanently posted, or with 
the administration of which he is conccrmid. 

In the case of Porc'st Officers who are Natives of India, 
and who may possess landed ]>roporty, ancestral or other, or 
acquire lanu, it will bo suflieicut that a detailed report 
of the situation, nature, and extent of such property be 
furnished to the Conservator, who will, under tlie control of 
the Local Government, pass such orders as may be neces¬ 
sary. 
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Genbeal— concluded. 

Except TiTjlh. the permission in writing of the Local 
Government, no Eorest Officer shall, as principal or agent, 
trade in timber or other forest produce, or be or become 
interested in any lease of any forest or in any contract for 
w orking any forest, whether in British or Foreign territory. 

Unless specially authorised by the Local Government, 
Forest Officers must abstain from any investment (thougli of 
itself unobjectionable) which interests them privately in 
affairs or undertakings with which their public duty is in 
any way connected. 

Generally it is a rule of service that no Forest Officer is 
permitted to engage in any speculation or mercantile transac¬ 
tion of such a nature as to engross bis attention and dh'crt 
it from his public duty, or such as to give rise to a belief 
that his official position may have bad influence by obtaining 
favourable terms or otherwise in r(‘si)ect of such transactions. 

The above provisions a]>ply to officers of all cflassos and 
grades.

Fart n.— Organization of the Sta£ 

(A).—Controlling Staff. 

16 . The Inspector General is attached to the Secretariat 
of the Home Department, to assist the Government of India 
in dealing with the Forest business which comes before it. 
He also controls the Forest Survey and Working Flans 
Branches, and the Forest School at Dehra Ddn. He is 
assisted by the Assistant Inspector General. 

17 . Tlie Inspector General may correspond officially 
with Conservators on professional subjects, including the jj'™ 
preparation of Working Plans, and on any other matters 
which do not involve questions of administrative or general 
policy. Except as provided in Section (il, no instructions, 
however, will be issued in the course of such corres¬ 
pondence. 

The Inspector General may write to a Local Government 
with reference to any professional matter, and he may, 
when on inspection tours, submit reports or notes on the 
forests visited, either direct or through the Government of 
India. 

Generally, the Inspector General may submit to the Gov¬ 
ernment ol! India reports or notes under his own signature, 
on any quest ioi. connected with the administration and man¬ 
agement of the forests in any province, to be dealt with in 
such manner as may be approved by the Government of 
India. 

The correspondence of the Inspector General will bo re¬ 
corded in monthly volumes of Proceedings, copies of whicli 
■null be forw^arded to the Goverament of India and to all 
Jjocal Governments and Conservators. In addition, copies of 
letters on important matters will, whenever neces-sary, be 
forwarded at once to the Government of India or to the 
Local Government, ns the case may be. 

. 18 . The Inspector General will, whenever it shall appear 
desirable, inspect the Conservators’ and Divisional Offices, 
and will submit reports on them to the Local Governments, 
to the Comptroller and Auditor General, and to the Govern¬ 
ment of India. 
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po5St“8ohwl° 19. The Director of the Forest Scliool and the Superin- 
tS fii o* !??oyA°n"t tendent of Forest Surveys are subordinate to the Inspector 
sumjB. General, who arranges for the management of the Forest 
School in consultation with the Government of the North- 
Western Provinces and Oudh, in which province the forests 
set aside for tcacliing are situated. Application for the 
services of the Forest Survey staff must be made to the 
Inspector General, who will, if necessary, obtain the orders 
of the Government of India on the application. 

20. Subject to the Local Government to which ho is 
subordinate, the Conservator has the general control of 
forest matters in a province or in part of a province. The 
forests under his cliargo are arranged in divisions, ranges, 
and beats, as detailed in Section 9.

There will be a loiter and a liigber standard of qualili- 
cation, and the examinations will be conducted in accordance 
with such rules as may from time to time be promulgated 
by Local Governments with the previous sanction of the 
Government of India.

The examination by the Lower Standard will be as

(i) A circuit round an area of not less than two square 
miles of flat country to bo traversed with a prismatic 
compass and eliain, the bearings, distances, and offsets to be 
recordcid in a ticdd-boolc, and to bo plotted on a scale of not 
less than 8 in(fhes=l mile. The roads, paths, streams, 
houses, and other topographical features to be filled in by 
plane-table and chain. If the officer conducting the examin¬ 
ation certifies that no plane-table is availalde, the interior 
detail should be filled in by prismatic compass and chain. 

(ii) A line not less than one mile in length to bo levelled 
throughout from both ends, and tlie sections to be afterwards 
plotted on a scale of 8 inchcs=l mile for horizontal distances 
and not less than 20 feet=l inch for vertical distances. 

(iii) Calculation of areas from maps. 

Whenever possible, the examination mtII be conducted 
by the Superintendent of Forest Surveys. Officers who 
cannot present themsedves for examination before him may 
be examined by an officer of the Public Works Department 
not under the rank of an Executive Engineer, or by an officer 
of the Survey Department not under the rank of a Deputy 
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Superintendent; and in this case tlie examining? officer will 
forward the map and field-book to tho Superintendent of 
Forest Surveys, with a certificate that the work is bond fide 
that of the officer under examination, and that it has been 
done under the Examiner’s supervision. He W'ill also certify 
that the candidate is able to calculate areas from maps. 

The Superintendent of Forest Surveys will, if ho con¬ 
siders these documents satisfactory, grant a certificate and 
will send it, as well as tho map and field-book, with his 
remarks, to the Conservator concerned. 

Officers who may be possessed of greater skill than is 
required by the conditions for the lower standard may be 
permitted to show it by the addition of hill-shading or the 
survey of a piece of intricate or mountainous eountiy. 

Certificates of qualification by tho higher standard may 
be granted by the Superintendent of Eoi*est Surveys to 
officers who have, under the orders of tho Government of 
India, been attached for instruction to the Survey Brajich 
of the Department.

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The Conservator may grant the second of these certifi¬ 
cates as soon as he considers an. ofiicer fit to hold charge 
ot a Forest Bange [or a Forest Division], even although 
such officer may not have then passed in the vernacular, in 
the elements of law, or in the land revenue system of the 
province. 

55. It will he optional for an officer of the Forest 
Department to pass in one or more of the other languages or 
dialects spoken in the whole or a portion of the province in 
which ho is serving, provided that lie shall first obtain the 
permission of the Local Government,* who will decide 
whether the language in which he proposes to pass is one 
the acquisition of whicli will ho useful to him, and likely to 
increase his eftieiency in the department. 

56. No reward will be granted to an officer of the Forest 
Department for passing an exaiiiinatiori in a vernacular 
language in which it was necessary for him to pass in order 
to qualify for promotion under Section 53. 

Subject to this condition. Forest Officers of the rank of 
Sub-Assistant Conservator and upwards will be entitled to

57. To enable officers holding the substantive appoint¬ 
ment of Sub-Assistant Conservator or of Assistant Con¬ 
servator to qualify themselves for passing the examin¬ 
ations prescribed in Section 63, examination leave for two

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periods of three months each may be granted to them, 
by the Local Government, at such times as may be found 
convenient, provided that the second period of three months 
shall not be given in the case of an officer who has not 
qualified for promotion to the 2nd grade of Assistant Con¬ 
servator. Such examination leave may, if the test for 
which it has been granted is successfully passed, either 
during the leave or within three months after its expiry, 
count as duty qualifying for privilege leave and pension.

Part V.—Use of Gopemment Rest-houses. 

59. When houses built or purchased by Government at Government 
head-quarter stations are occupied by olTieers and their 
families, rent should in all cases bo charged, as prescribed in 
the orders of the Public Works Department, No. 18, dated 
the 18th March 1876.* 

In regard, however, to rest-houses in the forests, at 
timber dep6ts, and in plantations, which arc constructed for 
the purpose of affording shelter to officers during the rains 
and hot weather, in order to preserve their health and to 
enable them to travel rajndly from forest to forest at all times 
of the year, rent should not, as a rule, be charged, as theso 
buildings are only occasionally used for a short period when¬ 
ever the work may require the presence of an officer. 

In some cases a rest-house is used as a residence by the 
Forest Officer in charge dui*ing the greater portion of the 
year. In this, and in any other doubtful cases, the Local 
Government wdll decide whether rent shall be paid. It will 
be the duty of the Conservator to furnish the Superintending 
Engineer of the Circle with a list of the buildings for 
which rent should bo charged, and with such other informa¬ 
tion as will enable him to fix the amount payable by the 
offi<!<'rs concerned.

CHAPTER II. 

MANAGEMENT AND WOEKING OP THE FORESTS. 


Part L—General. 

60. In each division a book will be kept containing a 
register of reserved forests (Porm No. 1). A copy of this 
book will bo deposited in the Conservator’s Office. 

All additions or other changes will bo entered in the book 
as soon as they have been notified in the Govemruent Gazette. 

Not later than the 1st May in each year a coj)y of all entries 
made during the year will be forwarded to the Conservator, 
by whom they will be entered in bis <!opy of the register 
of reserved forests. The Conservator will, not later than the 
1st J une in each year, forward coj»ics of all new entries to 
the Inspector General. 

As far as practicable, a map of each reserve should 
he deposited in the Divisional, the Conservator’s, and the 
Inspector General’s offices. 

61. As far as the data are available, books similar to 
those prescribed in Section 60 for reserved forc'sts will be 
kept up for protected forests, or for any other areas under 
the management of the Forest Department. 

62. An “ annual plan of operations ” must be drawn up, 
in which the working of each forest for ibc year wiU be 
detailed. This plan will ordinarily be framed for the financial 
year, and it must he submitted to the Conservator with the 
budget estimates. 

Wherever a working-plan has been framed, the annual 
plan of operations must be based upon the provisions of the 
working-plan. Where no working-plan exists, and until 
such plan is made, the annual plan of operations must be 
based^,on the general principles of forest conservancy; that is 
to say, the quantity of timber to be cut and of other material 
to be taken out of a forest must he fixed so as to secure the 
maintenance and improvement of the productive powers of 
the forest. Guided by these considerations, the annual plan 
of operations should provide for fellings, thinnings, export of 
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6ekb«al — continued. Part I. 

forest produce, the grazing of cattle, protection against fire, 

the execution of works of reproduction and improvement. 

63. A working-plan shall be prepared for every reserved 
forest or a collection of reserved forests, as well as for all 
important protected or other forests under the management 
of the department. The preparation of the working-plans 
will be carried out by local agency and under the general or 
special orders of Local Governments; but in order to ensure 
that the plans are drawn up according to correct principles, 
the Inspector General wdll control their preparation, and ho 
will afterwards watch their execution. TIjo olficers in charge 
of the local working-plans divisions will bo subordinate 
to Conservators, wlio will consult the Inspector General 
on all important points connected with the arrangements 
of the w'ork and the execution of the working-plans. 

64. The Insj)ector Gcmeral may issue, in the form of regarding the 

circulars or otherwise, directions regarding the technical part the proimratiw 
of the preparation of working-plans; but if he has reason to 
disapprove of the proceedings on any other point, he will ” 

address the Local Government with a view to the issue of such 

orders as may appear advisable. Any difference of opinion 
between the Ins{)ector General and the Local Govern¬ 
ment Avill be releived for the orders of the Government of 
India. All such correspondence will be recorded in the 
monthly volumes of Proccsedings of the Inspector General. 

65. The ar('a to which the provisions of a wor*king-plan 
apply is called a “ working-circle.” The extent of a working- 
circle must depend on the special requiremenls of each case. 

Thus, a working-circle may comprise several beats, a I’ange, 
several ranges, and sometimes even several divisions. But 
in all cases it is desirable that its boundaries should coincide 
with the limits of administrative chaiges. 

66 . Working-circles will ordinarily be divided into 
“blocks” and “compartments.” 

“ Blocks ” are main divisions. Where a mass of forest 
is divided into several blocks, their boundaries will, accord¬ 
ing to circumstances, either be natural features—such as 
streams, spurs, or ridges—or artificial lines, such as roads or 
rides. The boundaries of blocks may conveniently be made 
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I'art I. Uensuai— eontiHued, 

to coincide with the boundaries of administrative cliarges, 
such as ranges or beats. 

Comp&rtmczitB. Blocks will ordinarily be divided into “ compartments,” 
which will be the units of working. Differences of vegetation, 
quality of soil, &c., existing within one compartment, may 
necessitate a further division into sub-compartments. 

naniK^riii^ of 67. “Blocks” should always be indicated by local names 
and by Homan numbers, “ Compartments ” by Arabic num¬ 
bers, and “ Sub-compartments ” by small letters added to 
the number of the compartment: thus— 

“IV", 18, c,” would indicate Block No. IV, Compartment No. 18 
and Sub-compartment c. 

General riiloH for 68 . The working-plan will be based upon the present 
if condition of the forests, and it will deal with all points con- 

nected with their management and improvement, amongst 
which the following are the most prominent:— 

(!) Calculation of tbo growing stock. 

(ii) Calculation of the annual increase. 

(iii) Calculation of the quantity of material to be removed, 

annually or periodically, with due consideration of the 
production of the forest and of the dunuind. 

(iv) Arrangements for the re-stocking of all cleared areas. 

(Natural reproduction, sowing and planting, protection 
against fire, grazing, &c.) 

The accuracy or minuteness of the working-plans will 
depend on the demands which are made on th(? forests, the 
nature and value of the produce removed from them, and 
the other purposes which they are to fulfil. 

Where the demand equals, or even exceeds, the possible 
yield, working-plans must he prepared with the greatest 
minuteness, and everything must be arranged so as to obtain 
the highest yield which the forest is capable of returning 
under the most careful management. Where, on the other 
hand, the demand is as yet below the ordinary capability of 
the forest, a more rough and expeditious procedure may he 
followed. 

With a view to bringing all important forests, as soon as 
* possible, under systematic management, the first working- 

plans may bo of a sipiple description and based on such data as 
nxay be readily obtainable, to be substituted by more accurate 
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plans, as tlie detailed information required for their prepar¬ 
ation becomes available. 

69. When a working-plan has been drawn up, the Con¬ 
servator will submit it to the Inspector General, who will 
forward it, with his opinion and remarks, to the Local 
Government. The latter will then pass orders on it, and 
submit it, with the orders, to the Government of India, 
either for record or for orders, as each ease may require. 
No deviation from an approved working-plan will be permit¬ 
ted without the previous order* of the Local Government, 
which will, if necessary, consult the Inspector General before 
passing such orders, and afterwards communicate to him all 
approved changes. 

70. Por the control of the working of all forests for which 
working-plans have been prepared, the following Control 
Books will bo kept up- 

(t) Eegister of yield (Form No. 2). 

(2) Record of works of reproduction and improve¬ 

ment (Form No. 3). 

(3) Forest Journal. 

The first pai-t of Foims Nos. 2 and 8 “Provisions of 
Working-plan ” will be filled in yearly from the general pro¬ 
visions of the working-plan. The second part “ Result of 
Operations” will be filled in as the work proceeds, the 
entries in Form No. 2 being made in a subsidiary form 
monthly from Forms Nos. 4, 6, 10, and 12, and from that 
which may be proscribed by Conservators under Section 87. 
Tlic sul)sidiary form will be totalled at the close of the 
financial year, and the result entered in the Control Book. 

In the case of fellings being below the quantity permitted 
to be removed under the working-plan, the balance will be 
brought forward in red ink, as the balance available to be re¬ 
moved in the following year, in addition to the regular pro¬ 
vision for that year. Should the fellings have exceeded the 
provisions of the working-plan, the authority under which 
such excess has been permitted should be quoted in the 
column of “Remarks.” If so ordered, such excess will be 
deducted from the fellings of future years.

Fart I. 
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The record of works of reproduction and improvement 
will detail all steps taken towards fire conservancy, cutting 
of creepers, planting and sowing, production of lac, erection 
of buildings, opening of communications, &c. Should the 
prescribed works not he completed during the year, the 
balance left undone will bo entered, in rod ink, in Form 
No. 3, as work to he carried out during the following year, 
in addition to the regular provisions of the working-plan. 

In the Forest Journal will he recorded all noteworthy 
occurrences which hear on the management and improve¬ 
ment of the forest, more particularly on the preparation of 
working-plans. 

Similar registers will be kept up for forests for which no 
working-plans have as yet been framed; in the case of re¬ 
served forests, or demarcated proiet^ted forests, for oa(rli forest 
or group of forests, as may ap])ear most convenient to the 
Conservator; and in the cas(', of undcmarcaled protected 
forests, or unreserved forests, for each i'orest unit. The 
column “ Provisions of Working-Plan ” in Forml* Nos. 2 
and 3 will in such cases he left blank. 

Whenever plantations are made on a large scale, the 
Conservator may prescribe a separate journal for each 
plantation. In this hook should he recorded the date of 
each inspection by a superior ofliccr, and the observations 
made at each inspection. 

71 . Bivisioud Olficcrs will, not later than the 1st May 
in each year, submit to the Conservator copies of all 
entries made dui’ing the previous financial year in Forms 
Nos. 2 and 3, as far as they relate to fol•(^sts for which work¬ 
ing-plans exist. The Conservator will enter the items in his 
Control Books, and will forward copies, not later than the 
1st Jime in each year, to the Inspector General, accompanied 
by an annual abstract of Form No. 36 for each forest unit. 

The Inspector General will transfer the entries to his 
Control Books, and if he notices any deviation from a 
sanctioned working-plan, he will draw the attention of the 
Local Government to it for the issue of the necessary orders, 
or he will submit the case to the Government of India, as 
may be required.

Fart 11.—Accounts of Timber and other Stock, of Stores, 

Tools and Plant, and of Live-stock. 

72 . All trees felled or girdled by departmental agency cutting*, 
under the system of selection fellings (by which, as a mle, 
only large aud mature trees are cut) will be shoAvn in Form 

No. •!. In the case of clearantjcs and thinnings the fellings 
are, .as a rule, at once converted into logs, scantlings, fire¬ 
wood, &e., without passing tlnmigb Form No. I. Tlie pro¬ 
duce of all foUiiigs must appear in Form No. 5, except 
trees entered in Form N o. 4, which have been disposed of 
before conversion. 

73 . Under tbe system of Government working, two classes “”>''***• 
of depots will he established— 

(i) Koiwt DepAts. 

(ii) Siilo Depots. 

It will rest with the Conservator to decide what localities 
shall he forest depots* and which sale depots. 

74 . As tlietimher and other forest produce reaebes a forest 
depot, ii will be shown in the Register of Receipts (Form 
No. 5), and on its desj)ateh or disposal in the Register of 
Issues (Form No. 6). The Conservator will issue instructions 
whether all columns in these forms shall be filled up, or 
w-hctlier any may he left blank. 

75 . In ca(!b sale depot will be kept Registers of Receipts 
(Form No. 5), in which will be entered all stock as it 
arrives, and Registers of ])isposal (Form No. 6) showing all 
stock sold or otherwise disposed of. Separate registers will 
be kept for— 

(a) Timber, including' drift and waif wood. » 

(4) Bamboos, fuel, and other forest produce. 

76 . ■All logs and scantlings on reaching a sale dep6t will 

be measured and marked in such manner as may be ordered "(S'"* 
by the Conservator. The number or measurement or both, 
as the case mny he, of the logs and scantlings must be 
entered daily in the Register of Receipts, as they are taken 
charge of. 

In Home oftneg HpcM'ial pl«‘ts will 1 r* get “«f fori*gt in ot^^rs tbe areas 

where the iuiliiigs have been mudis will be considered as foi’cst depots.** 
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Logs and scantlings, when sold, will be marked with the 
sale-mark. 

' 77 . The following returns will be submitted monthly from 

each forest and sale depdt to the Divisional OlEcer:— 

Form No. 7.—Receipts and issues of timber and other produce.* 
Form No. 8.—Sales of timber and other produce, including^ drift 
and waif wood, 

A summary will be prepared from the returns submitted 
in IForm No. 7 from each dep6t in the division. Each 
description of produce will be grouped together, and the 
numbers and quantities will be totalled separately. The 
receipts and issues of forest depdts will be shown separately 
from those of sale dop6ts. 

Sales of timbar, 78 . Eorm No. 8 wiU show the sales the proceeds of which 

are credited under revenue head I, and so much under head 
agaaoy. jjj jg obtaincd by the sale of confiscated drift and waif 
wood collected by Government agency. 

The entries in this form will consequently comprise the 
following items:— 

(a) Trees felled by Government agency, and written off in Form 
No. 4 as disposed of by sale. 

(}) All disposals by sale of timber and other produce shown in 
Form No. 7, the totals for forest dep6ts and sale dcp6ts 
being shown separately. 

79 . From divisions where drift timber operations are 
of sufficient importance, a return in Form No. 9 will lie 
submitted to the Conservator. All items entered in tlio 
column “ Transferred to Government Atjcount ” will 
appear in Form No. 5 in tho same way as other Government 
timber. 

80. ’ For all timber or other forest produce sold other¬ 
wise than from dep6t, a permit must be given before any of 
the aforesaid produce can be removed by the purchaser. 
This pennit (for which Form No. 15 is suggested) will, in 
general, only he issued after payment in full of all dues. 
Permit forms should Ijc kept in bound books in duplicate, 
and should bear printed serial numbers. Annual numbers 
will ^ entered on all permits issued by the officer in charge 
of the range. _

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81 . The stock at each sale dep6t must bo counted periodi- -tooi in 
cally, at such intervals as the Conservator may direct, the ’*“*’**'' 
dep6t hooks being balanced at the time of counting. A ■ 
special report of each taking of stock must be submitted to 

the Conservator. 

82 . A bill book (Form No. 13) may be used for lists of ^ 
timber and other prodxice sold from de])6ts. On each trhns- '' 
action taking place, the bill may be given to the purchaser, 
while a copy is forwarded to the Divisional Officer, and tha 
counterfoil will form the depAt copy. 

A receipt book (Form No. 14) may also be used for re¬ 
ceipts of price paid, to be given to purchasers. 

83 . -All revenue received shall be paid into the treasurv 
With as little delay as possible- Eacli remittance will be 
accompanied by the usual chalan form supplied by trea¬ 
sury officers, in duplicate; one copy will form the vouchor 
to the entry in the cash book, and the other will be retained 
by the treasury officer. 

84 . All timber and other produce cut, collected, and Kemr^^owia 
removed from the forests by consumers and purchasers, will 

be entered in a monthly statement prej)ared in Form No. 10. ‘t™’' 

Form No. 10 will show the sales, the proceeds of which” 
are credited under revenue head II, arranged and totalled in 
horizontal lines aceoi’diug to suh-heads, and so much of the 
revenue under head III as is obtained hy the sale of con¬ 
fiscated drift and waif wood collected and removed hy con¬ 
sumers or purchasers. 

When leases are granted for certain fixed periods to 
collect produce, and the reVenue is payable in instalments, 
an estimate should, whenever ja’acticahle, he made of the 
quantity of produce removed, and the total estimated quantity 
should bo shown in Form No. 10 once only when the full 
amount of revenue has been received. 

85 . All items of revenue, including those shown in Forms Form JCo. 11. 
Nos. 8 and 10, which arc not fully realized during the Beciiont ut yere- 
month, will be entered in detail in Form No. 11 (Outstand- 

ings on account of revenue). The return for March in each 
year will be accompanied by a brief explanation of the 
circumstances under which each item of revenue that has 
been outstanding for twelve months remains unadjusted. 
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If any outstanding revenue becomes irrecoverable, the 
sanction of the Local Government should be obtained to its 
being written off; and when the sanction is received, the 
amount should be entered in Form No. 11, in red ink, in the 
column “ Kecoveries during the Month,” a reference being 
made to the sanction under which the entry is made. 

Form No. 86. Timber and other produce may be granted free of ' 

oawT charge under the sanction of the Local Government, who 
may delegate this power to the Conservator. Free grants 
exceeding Rs. 500 in value require the previous sanction of 
the Government of India. 

All free grants will be entered in a register (Form No. 12). 

87 . Whenever practicable, produce removed by right- 
* holdere, or under privileges granted by Government, shall be 
shown in registers of such torm as may be prescribed by the 
Conservator. 

^rm Id. 88. A return (Form No. 16) of stores, tools and plant will 
tooiSaad Kt be sui)mitted to the Conservator by Divisional Officers on 
the 1st April of each year. 

Stores, tools and plant should ordinarily be classified as

(iii) Tools.

89 . In those Divisions whewt Government elephants or 
other cattle are kept, returns of live-stock, together with a 
statement of the cost of keep, and of the work on which they 
have been employed, will bo submitted to the Conservator in 
such forms and at such times as may be prescribed by the 
Local Government. 

Returns of elephants should show name, sex, age, height, 
and condition of the animals. 

An annual return of all elephants belonging to the De- 
tocomptniiim partment will be submitted to the Comptroller and Auditor 
General on the 1st of April by each Conservator, in the form 
prescribed by the Comptroller and Auditor General.

the Local Govenunent. 

91 . No timber or other forest produce, and no live-stock, saicaof fonwt 
stores, tools, or plant, may be sold, except on receipt of cashtSu“or’ptol'’ 
payment in full at the time of delivery. The Conservator 

may, however, authorise Forest Officers of and above the 
rank of Forest Hanger, in exceptional cases, and under 
such conditions regarding time of payment as he may lay 
down, to effect sales without payment in full at the time of 
delivery. Every such transaction, if the value exceeds 
Hs. 500, should be reported to the Local Government; if the 
value exceeds Hs. 10,000, the previous sanction of the Local 
Government should be obtained. 

Sales to public departments, with whom the accounts 
are adjusted by book transfer, arc exempted from tbip rule. 
Exceptions may also be authorised by Local Governments 
in the case of special transactions with other purchasers.

CHAPTER III. 

CASH ACCOUHTS. 

Part I.—Classification of Berenne and Expenditure. 

92 . All revenue and expenditure will be classified in 
accordance with the arrangement of Form No. 17. The 
heads of expenditure are grouped under the two main heads 
“ A—Conservancy and Works, ” and “ B—Establishments.” 

93 . Heads I., II., and III. under Receipts and Cliarges 
correspond with each other. The sub-heads are intended to 
exhibit, as far as sucli is practicable, the income and expen¬ 
diture on account of timber, wood, bamboos, and other de¬ 
scriptions of forest produce. 

Receipts under the commutation system, in lump suras, 
for pe^ission to remove several descriptions of forest pro¬ 
duce, need not be allotted to the several sub-beads, but may 
be shown under the general bead II. 

The charges incurred on account of timber and other 
produce removed from the forests by consumers or purchasers 
cannot, as a rule, be shown separately under the diiferent 
sub-beads, and therefore no attempt has been made to sub¬ 
divide A. II. 

94 . Head IV. is intended to include the duty levied on 
foreign timber, and the share of the revenue from forests 
which are not managed hy Government ofllcers, but in which 
Government has a share or has certain other rights. The 
charges incurred on account of these heads should be entered 
under A, IV. (a and &). 

95 . Head V. will include all revenue that cannot he 
correctly classified under heads I. to IV. 

96 . It should be distinctly understood that heads I. and 
II., under Receipts as well as xmder Conservancy and Works, 
are intended to relate to aU forests managed by Government. 
Revenue realised, or expenditure incurred on account of 
forests managed by Government, a certain share of the reve¬ 
nue of which is paid to other persons, as is the case in 
Hazara and Ajmerc, will also he entered under these heads; 
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but in these cases the amount of such share in the revenue 
whicb is paid to shareholders should be debited to A. V. To 
the same head should also be charged the share of forest 
revenue paid to Khotes and Rakhwaldars in the Bombay 
Presidency, -who are entitled to a share in the revenue of 
forests managed by Government. 

Hxeeption. —The payment of the Rajah of Hill Tipperah’s share of 
the j^ross revenue, less his share of establishment charges, will be adjusted 
by deduetion from the receipts of the year in which the payment is 
made. 

97 . Heads V., VI., VII., and VIII., under A— Conser- su'd'* j«. 
vancy and Works, have no corresponding heads under 
B/Cceipts. 

Head A. VI.— lAve-stock, stores, tools, and plant :— 

a .—Purchase of cattle. 

5.—Feed and keep of cattle. 

c.—Purchase of stores, tools, and pl.ant. 

Expenditure on account of hire of cattle, and repairs to 
stores, tools, and plant, will be charged under the appropriate 
head as part of the outlay on the work for which they are 
required. 

Head A. VII.— Gommunicatiom and Buildings :— 

a. —Roads and bridges. 

b. —Buildings. 

e. —Other works. 

The sub-head VII. a will include timber slides and tram¬ 
ways for forest purposes, &c., in case they are of a perma¬ 
nent character. Temporary structures should be charged 
under Timber expenses. In cases of doubt, the expenditure 
should be charged under A. VII. a:

Under sub-head VIII. a will come all charges con¬ 
nected with the formation and maintenance of boun¬ 
dary lines, including the cost of Forest settlements. 

In many cases cleared lines serve as boundary lines. 
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fire-protection lines, and export or inspection roads. The cost 
of clearing and maintaining such lines should he charged 
under VII. a, VIII. a or VIII. e, according to circum¬ 
stances, but the entire cost should be charged under one sub¬ 
head only. 

Sub-head VIII. b wiU include compensation for land 
taken up for forest purposes, as well as expenditure incurred 
in the settlement of rights and privileges. 

Sub-bead VIII. c will show the cost of aU surveys, 
valuation surveys, enumerations, and other w'orks connected 
with the preparation of Wording Plans, including such 
extra establishment as is sanctioned for this purpose. 

Sub-head VIII. d refers to all sowing and planting 
operations, whether they are undertaken for the puriiose of 
forming plantations or of assisting natural reproduction. 
The expenditure incurred on prei>aring the ground previous 
to sowing and planting will be charged under this sub-head. 

Sub-head VIII. e will show the cost of clearing and 
maintenance of internal and external fire lines, whether for 
the protection of natural or artificial forests. Such extra 
establishment as is sanctioned for this purpose; as well as the 
cost of suppression and extinction of fires which have broken 
out, wages of labour, rewards to villagers who have given 
meritorious aid, and so forth, should here bo charged. 

Sub-head VIII. / will include all general forest work, 
such as fencing and enclosing, thinning, pruning, lopping, 
and girdling useless trees, cutting creepers, and the like. 

99 . Head A. IX .—Miscellaneous :— 

a.—Refunds. 

S.—Law cliarges. 

e .—Other charges. 

Under the sub-head IX. 6 come stamps, fees, and costs 
connected with the institution or defence of cases in court. 
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100 . Annual Budget Estimates will be prepared by T)ivi- k'uHSu.I''®”* 
sional Officers and submitted to the Conservator in Eorm 

No. 17. Tlie Budget Estimate for the Province or Circle will 
be pi'eparcd by the Conservator in the same form, which will 
be arranged so as to show the figures of each division separ¬ 
ately. it will be submitted, not later than the 1st October 
in each year, to the Local Government, Avhich will add such 
remarks and pass such orders as it may consider necessary. 

The Local Government will forward the Estimate to the 
Government of India, through the officer entrusted with the 
audit of the accounts, viz., the Comptroller and Auditor 
General or the Comptroller, Hyderabad, as the case may be, 
who will make such abstracts as may be required for the 
Civil Estimates. 

The Budget Estimate should reach the Government of 
India not later than the 1st of N ovemher in each year. 

101 . Form No. 17 contains five columns, showing— Form of Budget 

’ o Eetimute. 

I.—The actuals of the past year. 

II.—The original estimate of the current year, as sanctioned by 
the Government of India. 

III. —^The revised estimate of the current year. 

IV. —The estimate of the ensuing year. 

V.—Amendment by Local Government of the figures in 
column IV. 

102 . The figures in column I., (Actuals) must have been«&d iutVe 
verified by the Comptroller and Auditor General, or by the 
Comptroller, Hyderabad. 

The figures in column II. will be the figures of the 
Budget Estimate for the current year, as sanctioned by the 
Government of India. Should that sanction deal with the 
figures by totals only, the distribution of such total amounts 
under heads and sub-heads, as approved by the Local Govern¬ 
ment, will he entered. Original grants will be shown in 
black ink, and subsequent modified grants in red ink; the 
latter will be explained in foot-notes, showing the original 
grant and the additions or deductions, with the authority 
eanctioning them. 

The figures in column III., the B.evi8ed Estimate, will 
be based on the actuals of as many months of the current 
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• year as maybe aTailable, and an estimate of tbe revenue and 
expenditure of tbe remaining months. 

Tbe figures in column IV., the Budget Estimate, represent 
the expected revenue and the proposed expenditure of the 
ensuing financial year, and they wfil be prepared according 
to instructions given in the sequel. 

103 . The figures of the estimate must be shown sepamtely 
against each head and sub-head of the prescribed form, 
except in the cases referred to in Section 93. It is prohibited 
to introduce new sub-heads without the authority of the 
Government of India.

but in special cases, where it may seem necessary, the sanc¬ 
tion will be in detail. 

105 . Except in such special cases, it rests with Local 
Governments to order the distribution of the total amounts 
allotted among main heads and budget heads, as the require¬ 
ments of the service may demand. On receipt of the figures 
provisionally sanctioned by the Government of India, Conser¬ 
vators will prepare and submit to Local Governments an 
appropriation statement which, after sanction, will be trans¬ 
mitted to the auditing officer,w/c.,the Comptroller and Auditor 
General or the Comptroller, Hyderabad, as the case may be. 

In the appropriation statement, the figures under “ Reve¬ 
nue ” and “ A—Conservancy and Works ” will be entered 
in totals of budget heads, and the figures under “ B—Estab¬ 
lishments” in totals of budget sub-heads, for each division. 

Subsequent transfers from one division to another, within 
the total amount sanctioned under each budget head for each 
circle, may be made by the Conservator. All other transfers 
require the previous sanction of the Local Government. 
All transfers must be intimated to the auditing officer. 

It must be understood that the figures of tbe Revised Esti¬ 
mate cannot be accepted as a revised appropriation statement 
of the budget grant, unless it is distinctly stated in the orders 
of the Loc^ Government that they shall be so accepted. 
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106 . Applications for additional budget grants will not BidgouSLit.. 
be complied with, except xmder special cii’cumstances, which 

must be fully explained. Whenever it is possible, urgent 
wants should be met by re-appropriation from other heads, 
the amount being taken from provision made for works which 
may be deferred without injury to the public service. 

107 . The estimates will be accompanied by anExplanatory Budget 
Note justifying the figures and detailing the nature and cost 

of the different operations on which expenditure is proposed 
and by a statement showing the sanctioned permanent es¬ 
tablishments. 

108 . The “Budget Explanatory Note ” should be divided 
into three chapters. 

Chapter I. will deal with the “Actuals” of the past year. 
Important deviations from the figures of former years should ' “ 
be explained, as well as important deviations from the Budget 
and the Bevised EsCimates of the past year. 

Chapter II. will deal with the Bevised Estimate of the ^'’KJvfs'o?’ 
current year, according to heads. When it differs from the wiui 
Sanctioned Estimate, full explanations must be given,

Receipts. 110 . Under lleccipts, the sources of revenue, the quanti¬ 

ties of produce which it is proposed to remove, and the 
prices expected to he realised must be given. 

-A-® f3.r as practicable, the Expenditure will be divided 
into » Ordinaryand » Capital.” 

“Ordinary “ “Ordinary ” expenditure comprises the cost of all oper- 
xpon tuM. which are necessary to produce revenue, or which are 

concerned with the maintenance and the ordinary operations 
undertaken annually for the improvement of the forests. 
Thus the cost of timber operations, keep and feed of 
cattle, as well as annually recurring charges for forest im¬ 
provement, proti^tion from fire, &c., are “ Ordinary ” 
charges. 

“Capital” expenditure, on the other hand; represents 
Exp.uuitur«. charges which do not recur annually, or which do not yield 
an immediate return. Capital charges frequently yield 
either no rptum at all for a series of years, or repay 
themselves only gradually in cash returns or in loc^ 
benefits of another kind, such as the increase of the water* 
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supply, protection against storms, erosion, landslips,* and 
avalanches. Each proposal for such expenditure must tjc 
regarded in the nature of capital outlay, and must in the first 
instance be worked out in full detail, to show that all the 
measures have been carefully considered beforeliand, and 
that the result is likely to be ultimately profitable to such a 
degree as to justify the outlay. 

111. The following items come under capital expend!-

Here the number of trees to be felled, according to the working-plans 
of the forests in each division, has to be entered; and when there is no 
working.plan, the grounds for proposing fellings to the extent estimated 
must be stated. The rate and cost of each operation, such as felling, 
logging, carting, iloating, bringing into dei)dt, &c., &c., in cubic feet, 
or per log, or otherwise, must be given specifically. If it is proposed 
to cut up timber into planks or scantling, the estimated rates and cost 
must be specified. 
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Officers in charge of public works should be communicated with, and 
asked to state their probable requirements. Provisions by mere guess¬ 
work are inadmissible. If definite information about the requirements of 
railways or other public works cannot be obtained in time, the estimate, 
both on the Receipts and on the Expenditure sides, should not take account 
of such work at all j but the Government of India will, if need be, sanction 
an additional grant on the necessary explanation being submitted.

of the sanctioned scale (in the ease of progressive salaries, the present 
actuals without reckoning any future increments), and when it is found 
by experience that a saving will arise from absence or other cause, a 
lump deduction may be made. 

in the explanatory note the columns of numbers of officials employed 
must be carefully checked, and the rate of pay should bo stated when¬ 
ever possible, in order to admit of verification with the column of charges. 

Specific proposals for the increase of establishments and promotion to 
deserving officers arc not to be made in the Estimate Note. If it happen 
that proposals have gone up and are under consideration, a suitable pro¬ 
vision may l>e made, accompanied by a reference to the case. 

119. B. II. — Travelling allowames :—

belonging to or occupied by the Forest Department. 

120 . A subsidiary statement should bo submitted with 
each budget estimate, showing separately the estimated out- 
lay on account of books and stores expected to be purchased 
from Europe and America; and the outlay on this account 
should be entered under the proper budget sub-heads, viz .:— 

A. VI, c. —Stores, tools, and plant. ’ 

A. IX. e .—Other charges (for books and periodicals). 

B. III. a. —Stationeiy. 
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cmu Book to bo J21, Every officer who is authorised to receive and dis- 
■ burse money will keep bis accounts in a bound Cash Book 
(Form No. 23), in which he will enter all money transactions 
as they occur. All items of revenue and expenditure will bo 
classified in accordance with the prescribed budget heads and 
sub-heads. Sufficient detail will he given in the column of 
“ Particulars ” to admit of the main points of ^ch transaction 
being readily ascertained without reference to the detailed 
vouchers. In the “ Treasury ” column on the debtor side 
will be entered the amount of all cheques drawn against 
letters of credit, and of all items credited by transfers from 
other Departments, and in that on the creditor side all items 
of revenue paid into treasuries and debited against other 
Departments. The cash book Avill be closed monthly. 

122. All accounts must be kept in the most regular and 
Biid no open manner. All receipts, disbursements, and charges of 

whatever sort connected with the public service must be 
clearly shown in the cash book; and no irregular or separate 
accounts are permitted. 

123. Each Divisional Officer will keep a cash chest for 
the custody of the Government money in his charge, and 
will keep the key of it in his own possession. 

Whenever necessary the Local Government may authorise 
the appointment of treasurers, upon sufficient security, to 
have charge of the cash chest. 

124. The contents of the cash chest must be counted at 
least once a month, and the amount compared with the cash 
book balance. If any excess or deficit be found, an entry of 
it will be at once made in the cash book, and a report will 
be forwarded to the officer to whom the accounts are sub¬ 
mitted. A report of the cash balance remaining on the last 
day of each month (Form No. 22), will be forwarded on that 
day to the Comptroller and Auditor General and to the Con¬ 
servator direct. 

Under no circumstances shall any Forest Officer or Sub¬ 
ordinate keep or place any private money in his Government 
cash chest. 

125. Whenever any defalcation, or loss of public money, 
or fraud in connection with the revenue from timber or other

report^ to the Local Government and to the Comptroller 
and Auditor General; and when the matter has been fully 
enquired into, a further and complete report should be sub¬ 
mitted of the nature and extent of the loss, showing the 
errors committed, or neglect of rules, by which such loss 
was rendered possible, and the prospects of effecting a re- 
coveiw. 

126. The term “ cash ” includes currency notes and silver 
and copper coins only. 

A cheque received from a private individual in payment 
for timber, &c., sold should not bo treated as “cash,” and 
its amount should not be credited in the accounts, until it 
has been cashed. Cheques drawn in favour of the Divisional 
Officer may bo considered as cash while they are in transit 
to the Treasury for realization. 

127. Conservators may authorise an advance of pay to 
the extent of one month’s salary to any person on the per¬ 
manent establishment employed under their orders, who can 
show sufficient reason for requiring it ; but they cannot make 
a similar advance to themselves, or to any other Gazetted 
Officer, without obtaining, in the first instance, the sanction 
of tlio Local Government under which they are serving. In 
cases of transfer. Divisional Officers may grant an advance, 
not ex:3ceding one month’s pay, to any person on the per¬ 
manent establishment serving under their orders. The 
advance must be recovered by monthly instalments of not 
less than one-third of such person’s pay at the time the ins¬ 
talment is due, and no further advance can be made until 
the whole of any previous advance Ixas been recovered. The 
first instalment will bo recovered from the pay for the month 
in which the advance is made. 

128. For all regularly-reciuTing expenditure, such as 
office-rent or temporary establishments, the sanction of the 
Local Govemment.is necessary.

2.—Construction of roads, tramways, bridges, houses, 
canals, timber slides. 

8.—'Purchase of land for plantations and, forest pur¬ 
poses, and cash compensation for extinction of 
forest rights. 

4.—Plantations, including extensive cultural oper¬ 
ations. 

All applications for the sanction of items exeeeding 
Rs. 200 must be accompanied by a separate estimate and, 3 
necessary, by maps and plans. 

Purchase of live stock, office furniture, and tents will, in 
every case, require the previous sanction of liighcr authority. 
ProTiMion made 131. Prorision made in the budget does not authorise 
expenditure without further sanction, if the amount of the 
nmction. excess of the maximum fixed for each class of 

officers. 

. Nothing in Sections 129 and 130 shall be construed into a 
permission to purchase stores, tools, and plant, in small lots, 
or to carry out in portions any work, alterations, or repairs, 
of which the cu^ in the aggregate would exceed the maxi¬ 
mum amounts therein fixed. 

XxttDtofpowen 132. It must be distinctly understood that the powers 
in '^Sowi\lS pf sanction given in Sections 129 and 130 must be exercised 
within budget limits; that is, no expenditure must be 
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incurred under any budget head, if the provision made under 
such head by competent authority is not sufficient to cover 
the outlay. 

133. The want of provision in the estimate does notoper- 
ate to prevent payment of any sums realFy due by Govern- 
ment, nor the want of sanction to prevent record of any 
actual pf,yment. Money indisputably payable should never 
be left unpaid. 

134. All sanctions of works on estimate .will be numbered 

consecutively by the Conservator in each financial year, ° 

The expenditure incurred on such works will be entered in to bo 
detail in a book (Perm No. 35). Conservators may require 

the submission of monthly abstracts exhibiting the total 
expenditure incurred during the month on each work sanc¬ 
tioned on estimate. The number and date of sanction will be 
recorded on all vouchers which support expenditure on 
account of any work sanctioned on estimate, and also in the 
classified abstracts of expenditure. 

On the completion of any such work, a detailed comple¬ 
tion report, exhibiting the amount sanctioned and actually 
expended, detailed as charged in the monthly accounts, will 
be submitted to the Conservator. In the case of works sanc¬ 
tioned by the Local Government or by the Government of 
India, these completion reports will be submitted to Govern¬ 
ment. 

135. Works requiring sanction on estimate shall not be Execution of 

commenced until the estimate prescribed in Section 130 has sanction uo ^ 
been sanctioned. e»t.ranto. 

136. When a contract for work is qf sufficient magnitude 
to require a written agreement, care must be taken to frame 
such agreements, so that, in the event of a dispute, they 
could be maintained in a court of law. Care must also be 
taken that the document is stamped and, if necessary, regis¬ 
tered according to the law in force for the time being. 

137. Eefunds of revenue exceeding Rs. 10,000 require Befunda of 
the sanction of the Government of India, and those not ex- 
ceeding Rs. 10,000 that of the Local Government. The 
Local Government may delegate to the Conservator the power 

to refund amounts not exceeding Bs. 200 in each case. 
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Contenta of 138. The cash hook of Divisional Officers (Form No. 23) 
shall contain— 

(a) A detailed*Tecord of tbe daily transactions of the Divisional 
Officer himself. 

(5) The revenue realised and expenditure incurred by sub-divi- 
sional officers or subordinates in totals only, the details of 
these totals being shown in the original accounts, which 
will be filed for record in the Divisional Office. All items 
other than classified revenue and expenditure will be 
entered in detail in the divisional cash book. 

(c) Recoveries of service payments will be credited in detail on 
the Debtor side of the divisional cash book. 

139. The opening and closing cash balances in the cash 
account of each subordinate must agree with the balances 
shown as outstanding against him in the divisional ledger at 
the commencement and the close of each month. 

Cuh recoTOTicB 140. If a cash recovery of a service payment is effected 
p»/monta! before the close of the year in which the item was charged 
in the accounts, the amount thus recovered will be credited 
under the head “ Cash recoveries of service payments” on 
the .Debtor side of the daily cash book, and in the monthly 
cash account forwarded to the Comptroller and Auditor 
General or the Comptroller, Hyderabad, as the case may^ be, 
and will not bo paid into the treasury as revenue, but retained 
as part of the Divisional cash balance. 

If a cash recovery of a service payment is effected after 
the close of the year in which the item was charged in the 
accounts, the amount will be credited as miscellaneous reve¬ 
nue under “V. b. Refunds,” and paid into the treasury 
accordingly. 

Excess charges on account of pay should usually bo 
recovered by deduction from the pay bill next disbursed after 
the receipt of the Objection Statement from the Comptroller 
and Auditor General. If the reeovery is eifectedin the same 
year in which the overcharge is incurred, the net amount of 
the bill will only be charged in Account and the amount 
deducted noted in the “ Remarks” column of the Classified 
Abstract of Expenditure (Form No. 33). 

141. All items of revenue must be fully detailed, the 
forest from which the revenue is realised, the person who 
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pays it, and the articles and quantities removed, should, 
whenever possible, be stated. The Comptroller and Auditor 
General may order the submission of vouchors, such as 
auctioneers’ account sales, passes, permj^s or licenses, in 
support of the items of revenue. 

142* When revenue on account of timber or forest pro- 
duce is.paid in advance, the amounts will be at once ere-»<>'““«• ' 
dited to the appropriate sub-heads in the cash book, entries 
being made in tlie column of “ lleraarks” .of Form No. 8 or 
No. 10, as the case may bo, showing the nature of the transac¬ 
tion, &c. In the statement for the month ijx which the de¬ 
livery of the timber or i)rodii(?e lias been effected or com¬ 
pleted, a reference will be made to the return in w’hich the 
payment has been entered. 

143. If funds be wanted for immediate expenditure “f 

locally, sums locally received may be so expended ; but in all 

cases the gross amount ot revenue received must be promptly adjusted, 
remitted to the treasury, which may be done in cash, or 
partly in cash and parf ly by cheque, or wholly by a cheque 
drawn against the leftev of credit, the amount paid in cash 
and the amount rcmil(e*(l by cheque being shown separately 
in the chalau or remittance note.* 

144. All cheques forwarded to the Treasury for ro-credit 

in the Tr('asury Accounts should be filled up thus:— od tu the Treii- 
“ Pa^ by trmufer credit to Mevenve under head of Service.** 

No such cheque should ever be made payable to any Forest 
Oflicer or Treasury Officer by name or by official designation.

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145. All payments must be supported by vouchers in the 
followinij forms:— 

Pny of permanent or temporary establishment. Form No. 24. 

Travelling allownnee bill .... Form No. 27.

llevenue derived from supplies to public depart¬ 
ments ....... Form No. 28.

All other payments ..... Form No. 30. 

All vouchers for payments, ineludinj? advances, except trea¬ 
sury chalam and acknowledgments of transfers to otlier 
departments, must bear the dates of payment, and they must 
be passed for payment by tbe Divisional QlHcer, wbo thereby 
assumes the responsibility for tbe charge. 

Disbursement certificates arc required on all vouchers. 

146. The salary bills of gazetted officers (Form No. 24), 
duly receipted with stamps attached wlien nexjossary, will 
accompany the accounts as vouchers, copies being kept in 
the divisional office. 

147. The establishment hills of the permanent staff, in 
English or vernacular, will be prepared in books (Form No. 
24), and the signature of each recipient will be taken when 
payment is made, roxjcipt stamps being attached when neCvBs- 
sary. When receipts of persons serving at a distance are 
obtained on separate abstracts, the Divisional Officer will note 
in the signature or “ llemarks ” column of the divisional bill 
book that the receipts of the incumbents have been obtained 
and filed separately. 

In the cstablisliraent bills complete lists of the sanctioned 
scale of establishment will be entered on the first day of each 
month, but only salaries actually paid up to the last day of 
the month, and for which the payees’ receipts have been 
received in the divisional office, will be charged in the cash 
book. Salaries remaining unpaid will be entered in the 
column “Funds, fines, &c., as overleaf,” and the column 
“ Net amount paid’* opposite such items will be left blank. 

148. If any non-gazetted officer is on leave, or under sus¬ 
pension, or is transfciTed, promoted, rodueod, or discharged, 
or if any new appointment is made (luring the month, a state¬ 
ment in Form No. 25 will accompany the (‘stahlishmcnt •bill, 
such particulars-as may be necessary being entered in the 
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column of “ Remarks.” Tho date from whicli cacli change in 
the establishment has effect will be given opposite the entry 
in Form No. 25. 

If any nourgazetted ofRcerin superior service is on leave, i-™ycstai»- 
or 18 under suspension, during any portion ol tile month, under no- »>■ 
the rules of the Civil Leave Code, a leave statement in Form 
No. 20 will also accompany the establishment bill. 

149. The vouchei’s for the pay of permanent non-gazetted 
establishments, to accompany the casli accounts, will be 
copies from the establishment bill book, signed by the Divi¬ 
sional Officer. In these; vouchors the names of persons 
on salaries of Rs. 10 and under need not be given, but tho 
number and the several designations of posts in each grade 
on different rates of pay must always be S2)ecifled. 

150. Arrear salaries will be drawn on sei)arate bills for each 
month’s arrears. These bills will show only the arrear items 
actually cleared during the month. They should be care¬ 
fully checked before payment with the paVticulars shown in 
the column “ Undisbursed pay” in the establishment bill of 
the month for which the pay is due. 

151. Separate bills will be prepared for the temporary 
establishments sanctioned under each budget sub-head in the eKtAWwiuncut., 
same form and under the same rules as are prescribed above for 
pennanent establishments, and the number and date of the 

Local Goverumeut order sanctioning the establishment will 
be quoted on each bill; but Forms Nos. 25 and 26 are not 
•required in the case of tera2)orarv establishments. 

159. No gazetted officer shall draw an increased or 
changed rate of salary without pre-audit, or without a letter S"MCT"i'n-qniTOi 
from the Comptroller and Auditor General authorising him 
to draw it. The Comptroller and Auditor General will com- 
raunicate to the officer (;oncernod the effect of an order alter¬ 
ing his salary as soon after its receipt as possible. In the 
Hyderabad Assigned Districts the local Comptroller will give 
the needful authority. * 

153. The travelling allowance bills (Form No. 27) of 
officers under the rank of Conservator must be supported by 
journals, which will be written up in such forms as the 
Conservator may prescribe. 

The travelling allowance hills of Conservators will be sub¬ 
mitted with the monthly accounts as vouchers, and may 

n 1 
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be paid without countersignature. Those of other Forest 
Officers will be countersigned previous to payment by the 
Conservator under whom they are serving. The Conservator 
may, with the sanction of the Local Govcrnmojat, delegate to 
Divisional Officers the power of countersigning on his behalf 
the travelling allowance bills of members of the executive, 
protective, and office staff serving under him. 

The bills of Forest Officers employed in any province or 
territory where they are not under the control of a Conser¬ 
vator, will be countersigned by such officer as the Local 
Government or other chief local authority may direct. 

Divisional Officers must countersign all the travelling 
allowance bills and journals of their officers and subordinat(i 
before submitting them to the Conservaf or, 

The officer who tjountersigns travelling allowance bills 
must satisfy bimscjlf that the charges are justified by the 
circumstan(5es of the case. 

154. The voudiers for charges on account of travelling 
allowances will be the original bills countersigned by the 
Conservator, and receipted liy the payees. Copies of all 
travelling allowance bills will be-kept in books. 

155. Salaries and travelling allowances due to officers 
on their transfer to another Circle or Division, and 
paid after their arrival, mil be paid from and charged 
against the budget grant of the Division to which they have 
been transferred. 

156. All entries in the Cash Book of “ remittances of 
revenue to treasuries” will l)e supported by voucliers in the 
treasury chalan form. The name of the treasury and the 
treasury number and date of each chalan will invariably be 
entered in the-Cash Book in.the column of “ Particulars,” 
and when revenue is remitted to a sub-treasury or fabsil, the 
name of the district treasury to which it is subordinate must 
also be given. 

157. Every will bo examined and initialled by the 
Divisional Officer, who must satisfy himself that it bears the 
Accountant’s and the Treasurer’s signatures, and, if the sum 
acknowledged is Rs. 600 or more, the Treasury Officer’s 
signature luso. Chalans for sums paid by cheques against 
letters of credit in favour of the Treasury Officer will not be 
signed by the Treasurer j the second signature on such 
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chnlam for sums under Rs. 500 will be tliat of the person, 
who may have been nominated to that duty by the District 
OfiBcer. 

The following particulars will be given in English on the 
back of each vernacular chalan :— 

(1) Name of Rub-ti’oasury or taLsil. 

(2) Amount aclsnowleilf'pd. 

(3) Number and date of treasury officer’s receipt. 

(I) By wliat Forest Officer remitted. 

158. 1^0 amount of each vouchor should be entered in ^be”’" 
words as well as figures, and care must bo taken not to leave 

space for fraudulent alterations before or after either entry. 

The form for stating an amount in words should be “ Rupees 
only,” or “ Rupees annas, &c.,” the written 

amount filling the whole space between “ Rupees ” and 
“ only ” or “ annas.” 

159. All corrections and alterations in vouchers should aiili'XStiSM 

be tested by the initials of (.ho person signing the receipt; r“«S‘by 
any comjctions or alterations in the orders of payment must®' 
be tested in the same way by tlie Forest Officer. m-Jipt!’''*" 

160. No payment may, under any circumstances, be 
made on a voucdier or order signed by a clerk instead of the 
head of an ofiice, although, in the absence of the latter, the 
clerk may be in the habit of signing letters ,/br him. Nor 
may any payment bo made on a voucher or order signed with 
a stamp. 

161. Revenue derived from sales to public departments luhSito' 
will be adjusted by book transf(;r. A statement (Form No. '*“»"*“«”••• 
28) in triplicjvte will be sent to the officer to whom the 
produce has been supplied; he wUl sign and return the 
original, which will then be used as a voucher {vide Section 

145). 

A similar procedure will be followed in the case of pay¬ 
ments to other departments. Bills or priced invoices received 
from a supplying department should be at once adjusted in 
the Cash Bo(>k by cr^it to the department concerned, and 
by debit to the proper budget sub-head, the duplicate bill or 
invoice, duly receipted, being promptly returned. 

The departmental number and date of each bill or invoice 
for supplies received from another department, and the date of 
acceptance of each bill for timber, &c., supplied to another 
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department, will invariably be quoted in the entries in the 
divisional cash accounts. 

162 . Por works executed by labourers on daily or monthly 
pay, a muster roll must bo kept, showing the names of the 
labourers, the number of days they have worked, rate of pay, 
and the amount due to each. An abstract submitted in 
Form No. 29 will be the voucher. 

163 . Vouchers for all other payments will be in Form 
No. 30; but the Comptroller and Auditor Gener^ may pre¬ 
scribe such other forms of voucher as he may consider 
necessary for special cases. 

164 . Duplicates or eoj)i(.‘s of receipts or vouchers are in 
no case to be issued by any Goveniment officer, on the alle¬ 
gation that the originals are losi or missing. If any necessity 
arises for such a document, a certificate may be given that, 
on a s])ccitied day, a certain sum on a certain account was 
received from or paid to a ccriain pei’son. 

This prohibition extends only to the issue of dnplitiates 
on the allegation that the originals are lost, and does not 
apply to eases where, under (;xi.sting rules, duplicates are 
required to he prci)ared with the originals. 

165 . Officers in charge of divisions will send to the 
Conservator’s office, so as to reacdi liim hy the 1st or the last 
month in each quarter, applications (Form No. 18) for the 
letters of (nredit required by tlunu daring the ensuing 
quarter. 

The Conservator will, from tlunn, frame an application 
(Form No. 19) for tlu' roquircmcnts of the Province or 
Circle, and suhmit it to the Comptroller and Auditor General. 
Advice of the lettcsrs of credit should reach the offi<!ers for 
whose use they are int ended be l ore the commencement of 
the new quarter. 

Letters of credit are issued to oflicers as bolding a certain 
office, and transfers of divisional charges sliould be reported 
by the relieved officer to the treasury officers concerned. 

All letters of credit la])sc at the close of the financial 
year; but cheques drawn on or before tb^ 31st of March 
and presented for payment at the treasury on or before the 
3()th of April, will be taken by the treasury officer against 
the letter of credit of the official year in which the cheques 
are drawn. If presented for payment after the 30th of 
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April, tbeir amount will be taken against tbe letter of credit 
of the year succeeding that in which they arc drawn. 

166 . No money other than that drawn against letters of 
credit shall be exptmded. Whenever monciy locally received 
on account of revenue is expended, a cheque must ho drawn 
for tlio amount, as explained in Section 113. 

167 . Officers wlio are furnished with letters of credit may STlV” 
make payments either in cash or l)y cheque. Cheques should 

ho used as much as possible for large payments. Those officers 
who have Iransactions with iiioro than one district treasury 
wUl keep a sejjarate che(]ue hook for each. All cheques 
must he in the hand-writiiig of the officers drawing them, 
and should have written jicjon'. them in words, at right 
angles to the type, a sum a lii ili: in excess of that for which 
tliey are granted, thus, “ under thirty rup(;es ” will mean 
tliat tlie ciieque is for a sum not less than Its. 20 hut less 
than Rs. 30; and, similarly, “ under eight hundred rupees ” 
will mean tli.tt it is for less than Its. 800, but not less than 
lls. 700. 

168 . Cheques wdll hear printed serial numbers in each 
hook, and the Conservator will sujiply cheque books in such 
forms and under such rules as the Comptroller and Auditor 
General may from time to time dirc'ct. All rsheque hooks 
must, be kept under lock and key. Before bringing a new 
cheque hook into the Divisional Officer will advise the 
tw'asury officer of its numher, and of the serial numbers of 
the checiiu's it coutaius. No advic^e of the issue of any cheque 
need bo sent to Dio treasury. No elicque will he issued for a 
sum of loss tlian Its. 10, and none will hold good for more 
than three mouths from the date of issue; cheques presented 
at a later date, or not hearing the disiinguisliing numbers 
advised as in use, will lie refused payment by the treasury 
officer. The date of a lapsed <;hcquc may on no account be 
{iltered by the drawing officer, hut, when nceessaiy, a fresh 
•iheque should he issued, the lapsed'cheque being cancelled 
and treated as directed in Section 171. 

169. Bunds may, if required, be obtained by Forest 
Officers from the sub-treasuries or tahsils subordinate to the™"™"' 
district treasuries on wffihdi they hold letters of credit, by 
means of cheques, wldch should he distinguished by different 
numbers and letters from those drawn against the district 
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treasury. The Forest Officer will in such cases advise the 
district treasury officer from time to time of the probable 
amount of his drawings, in order that funds may he duly 
provided, and will communicate to the sub-treasury officer, 
through the district treasuiy officer, the number of the 
cheque hook to he used. 

Cheques drawn on sub-treasuries or tahsils will be 
written both in English and in the vernacular used in the 
courts of the province in which they are situated. 

170 . The amounts of cheques drawn will be entered in 
the cash hook at once, and the expenditure for which the 
cheques are drawn Xvill be charged under appropriate heads 
of service or account. 

171 . In the (!ase of a cheque being cancelled, the amount 
will be charged on the creditor side as a “ cancelled cheque,” 
and the cancelled cheque will be forwarded with the cash 
account as a voucher. If the expenditure in payment of 
which the cancelled cheque was drawn has been charged 
against the appropriate budget head, and it is intended that 
the cancellation of the cheque shall he a reversal of that 
payment, the amount of that cheque will be treated as a 
cash recovery of a service payment and entered in the ac¬ 
counts in the manner prescribed in Section 14i0, the amount 
of the cancelled cheque being entered on the creditor side of 
the (jash book in the “ Bank or Treasury ” column ; but if a 
fi'esh cheque be immediately issued in lieu of the cancelled 
cheque, the amount of the latter will he entered as above on 
the creditor side of the ctash hook in the column “ Bank or 
Treasury ” as a cancelled cheque, and the fresh cheque will 
he shown on the d(!htor side of the cash hook in the “Cash” 
column, the number and date of the cheque in lieu of which 
it is drawn being quoted in the entry. There will be no 
fresh charge against the head of service originally debited. 

172 . An account current with each treasury (Form 
No. 20) will he kept' in a book by all officers holding 
letters of credit, in which will he entered on one side 
the credits granted, and on the other the cheques, with 
number, date, name of person in whose favour, and 
purpose for which drawn. The account for each trea¬ 
sury on which a credit is held will be entered on a separate 
page. This book will be balanced quarterly, and signM. In 
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this way it will always he seen how the balance of each 
letter of credit stands at any time, and mistakes in over¬ 
drawing money will ho avoided. 

nt In the same hook will also he kept a monthly register 
of cheques drawn from all treasuries on which the officer 
holds letters of credit (Form No. 21), a copy of which will 
he submitted on the last day of each month (with the Cash 
Balance Beport—see Section 124) to the Comptroller and 
Auditor General and to the Conservator direct. 

174 . Advances to contractors should only he given in 
exceptional cases, when no other aiTangements can he made 
for carrying on the work. When an advance is made to a 
contractor, security must, if possible, he taken for its sum¬ 
mary recovery in the event of its not being adjusted by work 
done. The amount advan(;ed must he cdiargcd in the cash 
book as an “ Advance Eccovcrahle,” and will he supported 
by the payee’s receipt on voucher Porm No. 30. 

All entries of advances, on both sides of the cash hook, 
must he made in red ink. 

175 . 'Iho Conservator may from time to time fix the 
amount up to wiucli, and the circumstances under winch, 
advances may bo made to contractors without his previous 
sanction. The Conservator may also require that all advances 
made tp contractors, exceeding certain limits, must be re¬ 
ported to him. 

176 . When an advance is recovered (wholly or partially) 
from a contractor, either by work done or in cash, the "“’‘book, 
amount recovered will he credited in the cash hook under 

“ Advances Recoverable,” and the numbers and dates of the 
items in which the advances so recovered were originally 
charged will he quoted in the entry on the debtor side. If 
the recovery is the value of work done, such value will he 
charged per cmlra to the appropriated budget sub-head in ‘ 
the cash hook, and the charge will he supported by a 
voucher (see Section 163), detailing the work done and 
the rates, wdiieh will ho signed by the contractor to show 
that he acknowledges the correctness of the credit given in 
his ledger account. 

177 . Advances to dishursers will, as regards accounts, he ' 

treated as laid down for advances made to contractors. 

178 In the event of a portion of an advance proving 
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irrecoverable, the amount may, under the sanction of Govern¬ 
ment, be Avritten off to the head “ Miscellaneous.” If it ex- 
cecjds lls. 1,000, the sanction of the Government of India 
will be required. 

imd 2^70^ A bouiid Icdgei’ boolc (Form No. 31) will be kept 
for all accounts with contractors and disburscrs. On the 
debtor side will be entered all payments made to them; and 
on the creditor side the amount of all bills passed to their 
credit and all sums repaid by them in cash. 

Tlie ledger account is a running account with each con¬ 
tractor and disburser, from which the amount due by or to 
him can always be easily ascertain(;d. 

P(tElhl)^R ITI lh(‘ 180. Only one account is ojicncd with each disburser. In 
" the case'of a contractor a fresh account is opened whenever a 
first advance is made to him for a sejiarate work. Each item 
charged in the cash book under “ Advances Ilecoverablc ” is 
post^ in the ledger, and w'hen any work is accepted as having 
been done by a contractor, or any account supported by the 
necessary vouchers is accepted from a disburscj-, the amount 
covered by work done, or expenditure incurred, is set off 
against the amount due from the contractor or disbm’ser, as 
shoAvn in his account in the ledger. 

Tlxe account of each contractor and disburser should 
ttidLipISl''' balanced and signed by the Divisional Officer on the last 
day of each month in wliich any transaction takes place, unless 
the Conservator directs tliat this should be done at other 
stated intervals.

liuburrti.iM' accounts (Form No. 32) will be submitted with the monthly 

contractors’ accounts will be entered in the 
monthly abstract first, in consecutive order, and then the dis- 
bui-sers’acooxints. I'ho columns in Form No. 82 will be totalled 
separately for contractors’ and disbursers* accounts, and grand 
totals of all accounts will bo given at the foot of the abstract. 
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184 Tlie abstracts from tbo contractors’ and disbursers’ 
ledger (Porm No. 32) for Mnrcli in each year will be accom¬ 
panied by a brief statement explaining tlie cireumstanees under 
which each item outstanding for more than twelve months 
remains unadjusted, and the stops which have been taken 
with a view to its early clearance. 

185. Divisional Officers will render the following accounts 
b) the Comptroller and Auditor General, or, in the case of 
the Ilyderabad Assigjied Districts, to the Comptroller, 
Hyderabad. They sliould be despatched as soon as possible 
after the close of the month. The 5th of thefollow'ing month 
should be considered to be the duo date, and under no cir¬ 
cumstances should despatch be delayed later than the 15th 
of each month : thus the accounts for April should be 
despatched, under no circumstances, later than tluj 15th 
of May. If despatched on a later date, an explanation 
of the cause of delay must invariably be submitted with 
tliem. 

(1) A monthly cash account (in Form No. 23) showing in lump 
suras for the month—All items of revenue and cxix*ndi- 
ture which have heoii entered in detail and debited or credited 
to budget sub-heads in the divisional oflicei-’s cash book, or 
in the accounts of the disbui'scrs subordinate to him; (6) 
All chc(|ucs drawn ; (cj All roveimc remitted to treasuries; 
(i/) All re(;overies from and advances made to contractors and 
disbnrsers, for which separate returns (Forms Nos. 21, 32, 
and 31; are suhmitted, all other items of receiitt or charge 
hciiig entered in detail. 

The follotving documents wdll be suhmitted with tbo 
monthly ctish account 

(a) Classitied abstrael of revenue and exjHjnditnre (Form No. 
33) in which the items will he classitied, in accordance 
with the pniscrihed budget sid>-beads, in such detail as 
may be required by the Comptroller and Auditor 
General. 

A certificate in the following form w'ill be attached to each 
classitied abstract of expenditure, and will be signed by 
the Divisional Ofllccr :— 

“ I . ertify that (so far as 1 havn been able to ascertain by an 
“ oxainiuatiou of the accounts and vouchors submitted 
“ by disbursers, and by personal inspection of the works 
“carried out which I have been able to visit) the ex- 
“ penditurc charged in this abstract could not, with due 
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"regard to the intere.>!ts of the Government service, 
“ be avoided. I have satisfied myself that the charges 
" entered in this abstract have blron really paid. Vou- 
“ chers for all sums above Us. ] 0 in amount, and all 
“sums paid for refunds; salaries and travelling allow- 
"ances of both permanent and temporary establish- 
“ ments ; rents, rates, and taxes ; service postage labels 
“ and State telegrams; and for all items adjusted by 
" book transfer with other departments, are attached to 
" the abstract. I have, as far as possible, obtained vou- 
" chers for other sum.s, and am personally responsible 
" that they have been so destroyed that they cannot be 
"used again.” 

(i) Vouchers for each item of expenditure above Rs. 10 entered 
in the classified abstract, and for all charges of what¬ 
ever amount for refunds ; salaries and travelling allow¬ 
ances of both jiennanent and temporary establishments; 
rents, rates, and taxes; service postage labels and State 
telegrams; also for all items of expenditure adjusted by 
book transfer with other departments. Vouchers per¬ 
taining to each sub-division or range will have a dis¬ 
tinguishing letter attached to their numbers. 

(c) Vouchers for each item of payment (including treasury 
receipts for revenue paid in) entered in the monthly 
cash account (Form No. 83), 

(2) Montlily abstract of eontractois' and disbursers’ ledger (Form 

No. 38) with vouchers. 

(3) Monthly Schedule of remittances of Revenue to Treasuries 

(Form No. 34) with chellans. 

186 . On the. same day on wliich the accounts are sent to 
the Comptroller and Auditor General, or the Comptroller, Hy¬ 
derabad, classified abstracts of revenue and expenditure 
(Form No. 33) will he submitted to the Conservator by Di¬ 
visional Officers, and the items in these classified abstracts 
•will he entered in such detail as the Conservator may direct. 
At the same time monthly returns and accounts of timber 
and other forest produce (Forms Nos. 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10,11, 
12, and Forms under Section 87 of the Forest Code) will be 
submitted to the Conservator, accompanied by Form No. 36. 
Forms Nos. 4, 6, 10,12, the Form prescribed under Section 
87, and Form No. 36, must contain the information arranged 
according to working circles or such units as may have been 
fixed under Section 70. 
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187. Officers who do not submit their accounts direct 
to the Comptroller and Auditor Ooneral or the Comp¬ 
troller, Hyderabad, will close their cash books on the last 
day of each month, and send a copy, with the original 
vouchers and such other accounts as may be proscribed, 
to the officer in charge of the division in which they 
are serving. If they do not reach the Divisional Officer in 
time to be incorporated in the accounts of the month to which 
they refer, they will be shown in the following month. In 
the case of the accounts of March in each ye.ar, the divisional 
officer should keep open his accounts until receipt of all the 
accounts of rangers and other disburscrs, in order that all 
receipts and payments taking place within the official year 
may, without exception, be brought into the accounts of the 
year. 

188. All vernacular acxjounts must ho accompanied by 
abstracts in English, and the needful particulars will be’ en¬ 
tered in English on all vernacular vouchers and signed by 
the Divisional Officer, when they arc forwarded for audit in 
support of charges entered in the divisional monthly ac¬ 
counts. 

189. A statement (Form Ho. 3G) showing the monthly 
revenue and expenditure under each budget head and sub¬ 
head, for each working circle or woi’king unit fixed under 
Sifiction 70, shall be kept in a book, and be submitted monthly 
with the timber accounts. In such statements all revenue 
and expenditure of a general nature should be proportionate¬ 
ly allotted to each working circle or working unit. 
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190. The duties of the Conservator with regard to the 
forest accounts arc to exercise a strict control over the 
export and sale of timber and other forest produce, the 
revenue and the whole outlay for conservancy and works, 
and to examine the charges on account of travelling allow¬ 
ances and contingencies. 

The Conservator is specially required to control the 
adjustment of advances and outstandings on account of 
revenue. 

Under the authority of the Local Government, the 
Conservator may, during his absence from head-quarters, 
delegate all or a portion of his duties witli regard to the 
control of the accounts to the officer in charge of his office. 

191. Each Divisional Forest Office will, if possible, ho 
inspected at least once a year by the Conservator or by ihe 
officer in charge of his office. A detailed report of each 
inspection will be made to the Local Government and to the 
Comptroller and Auditor General. 

192. On the budget appropriation being finally sanctioned 
by the Local Government, the Conser\'ator will intimate 
to Divisional Officers the amount available under each sub¬ 
head of expenditure. 

193. As soon as the divisional classified abstracts bf 
revenue and expenditure (Eoimi No. 33) are received in the 
Conservator’s office, they will be carefully examined, and 
the Conservator will notify to the Comj)troller and Auditor 
General, in Form No. 38, any items which he considers oj»on 
to objection or which are wTongly classified. The Con.scr- 
vator may also address Divisional Officers direct regarding 
any items on which he requires further information. 

194. The monthly timber and sale returns received from 
Divisional Officers will be scrutinised, and the entries com¬ 
pared with the transactions showm in Form No. 33, the open¬ 
ing and closing balances carefully checked, and the Divisional 
Officers addressed regarding any discrepancies which may 
ho noticed. 


Begisior of > 195. A Eegister in Form No. 37 will be kept in the 

Conservator’s office, showing the distribution of receipts and 
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charges in each year, arranged accjording to divisions, under 
the following heads:— 

(a] Timlier and otlier produce removed from the forests by 
Government agency. 

(4) Other revenue. 

(c) Formation, protection and improvement of forests. 

The revenue will be distributed as follows:— 

Budget head I, will ho entered under (o). 

Budget heads II., IV., and V. under (4). 

The revenue under Budget head III. will be entered 
under (a) or (6) according to local circumstances. 

Of the expenditure under “ A—Conservancy and 
Works ”— 

Budget head I. will bo entered under (a). 

Budget heads II. and IV. under (4). 

Budget ho.ad VIII under (c). 

The expenditure under the remaining heads of “ A ” 
(III., V., VI., YII., and IX.) and under the heads of “ B— 
Establishments ” will he distributed proportionately under

and 196. The duties of the Comptroller and Auditor General

(b) To audit the monthly accounts submitted by the Divisional 

Officers. 

(c) To regulate the expenditure within the Budget grant sanc¬ 

tioned by the Government of India, aud the appropriation 
made by Local Governments. 

SStotovnu. 197. Any items objected to, or retrenched by, the Comp¬ 
troller and Auditor General will be entered in an objection 
statement (Form i^o. 38), which w'ill be forwarded to the Divi¬ 
sional Officer concerned for needful action.* The statement 
will he returned in original by the Divisional Officer to the 
Comptroller and Auditor General, through the Conservator, 
who will note all corrections and alterations on his copy of 
the divisional classified abstracts of revenue and expenditure. 

A list will be forwarded by tlie Comptroller and Auditor 
General to tlie Conservator each mouth, showing the dates 
on which the objection statements were sent to each Divi¬ 
sional Officer. The list will he completed and sent back to 
the Comptroller and Auditor General by the Conservators 
after all the objection statements for tlic month have been 
returned. 

Additional 198. In addition to the cash accounts, such accounts of 

b. failed lor. rcvenuo due and outstanding, and of timber transactions, will 
he submitted by the Divisional Officer as the Comptroller 
and Auditor General may from time to time direct. Copies 
of all such directions will he forwarded by the Comptroller 
and Auditor General to Conservators. 


* Thp ftttontion of nil forest officers is specinlly invited to tbe foIlowin(; order of tlis 
(lovernment of India in the Finuncinl Uepiirtment, which applies to objections issnvd from 
the Comptroller Seneral’s office, and which is here reprinted for their guidance:— 


No. 2958, dated Blst August 1869. , 

" Tlie Accountant Oeneml’s objection must prevail absolutely and immediately, even to 
the reeovory of erroneous payments, over every authority under that of the Local Govern, 
fuent; and if tbe Local Government ovcrrulea an objection Iiy the Accountant General, 
even temporarily, ha shonld respectfully request it to report the fact to the Govarnmene of 
India.” 
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199. After completing the audit of the montlily accounts 
of one Province or Circle, the Comptroller and Auditor General 

will prepare summaries of revenue and expenditure for each ^ ““• 
division (Form No. 39), a confolidated account current for 
the whole Province or Circle (Form No. 40), and a summary 
of Revenue and Expenditure of the different divisions of each 
Circle (Form No. 67).

200. The monthly abstracts of contractors’ afld dis-»na 
bursers* ledgers (Form No. 32), will be forwarded in original

201. The Comptroller in the Hyderabad Assigned Districts 
will, under the orders of the Comptroller and Auditor General, 
deal with the Fojpest accounts of those districts in the man- 
ncr prescribed in. the preceding sections. 

202. The Comptroller and Auditor General will forward 

copies of all circulars issued by him, in connection with the ^

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CHAPTER IV. 

OFFICE BUSINESS. 

Part I.—General. 

lutrodootSoD. 203. Office TTork should be conducted in such a manner 
that, while a sufficient record of every transaction is preserved, 
the bulk of documents may be kept as small as possible, and 
arranged as best calculated to facilitate reference. 

Numberiiifr of ^ 204. Long letters and reports are to be divided into 

SHb"™ numbered paragraphs; and if they are of great length, a 
Mcutt-B. marginal abstract of each paragraph piay usefully be 

added. 

neBnittarf 205. A group of documents relating to one subiect is 

•• called a case. A group of cases referring to one head or 

division of work may be collected in a “ file.” 

Tiile-pBgO of 206. On the top of each case will be kept a title-page 

*““■ (Form No. 41), on which the register number and subject of 
the casp and tlie name of the file will be entered. A list of 
the documents in the case and the general purport of each 
may be added whenever necessary. 

FUm. 207. The files may bo as various as the roquii'ements of 

each office necessitate. Documents which do not belong to 
any particular case may be placed in a file designated “ mis- 
• cellameous.” 

CiM reglatei, 208. A regi.ster of cases will be kept (Form No. 42) with 
a series of numbers commencing on the opening of each 
financial year. These numbers and the name of the file, if any, 
will be entered on the title-page ^Form No. 41) referred to 
in Section 206. 

S»^two Bubjocts 209. To facilitate the keeping of each case complete in 

to oje totter or itsolf, HO two subjects should, as a rule, be included in one 
letter or docket. 

Oovemment and 210. Government and Account Department general or- 
circulars will be filed separately, according to num- 
her and date, in a “ circular file.” If they are received in 
duplicate, one copy will be placed with the case to which it 
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relates. If only one copy be available, and it has special 
reference to any case, a memorandum of its contents be 
filed therewitb. 

211. lu each office a register of books (Form No. 43) must SSlU’Sdl.p.. 
be kept up. The current number of the register and the 

date of receipt should be entered on each copy. The column 
of “ Bcmarks” is intended to explain what has become of any 
copies which may have been lost or otherwise disposed of. 

The entries in tliis column should be dated and initialled by 
the officer to whose office the books belong. 

A separate register for maps will be kept in the same 
form. • 

212. All accounts, books, maps, records-, and papers of a*"‘’^y«"TOo* 
forest office are Government property, and the officer in 

whose charge they are will make them over to his successor 
on being relieved of charge, or to his departmental superior 
whenever they may bo demanded. 

213. No civil suit can be instituted or defended on behalf 
of Government by any officer without the sanction of the 
Local Government and full compliance with the rules ig 
force concerning Government suits. 

214. Divisional Officers should, if possible, report to the 
Conservator before commencing proceedings in any grave or 
unusual criminal case. 
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Part II.—Offices of Divisional Officers and their Subordinates. 

215. Eegisters of receipts and issues of correspondence 
will be kept in the same book (Form No. 44). One book 
will be kept for correspondence with the Conservator’s Office 
and another for general correspondence. 

A new series of numbers will be commenced in each regis¬ 
ter book at the opening of each financial year. Circulars 
are to be entered in red ink. 

216. Vernacular papers may be kept in cases as laid down 
in Section 205, and a register book may be kept up in Form 
No. 42. 

217. All letters will be opened by the Divisional Officer 
himself, or by some one duly authorised by liim. He will write 
on them the date of receipt, and will then register them or 
cause them to be registered. The general register number 
and the name of the file, if any, to which they belong will be 
entered on them at the foot of the docket, as well as the 
number of the case, thus :— 

Register No. 329 gffisirrirsfpr,. 

218. Every year, in the months of July and August, the 
Divisional Officer and his clerks will sort the cases that have 
been closed for three full years, with a view to destroy those 
documents which may be considered of no further use. A 
large bulk of the con'espondence may be got rid of by 
destroying forwarding dockets, enquiries, and reminders. 
Many of the letters relating to questions wdiich have been 
settled for three full years can also be destroyed, provided the 
register books contain all that may be necessary to ascertain 
regarding them. 

Such documents as annual or special reports, correspon¬ 
dence relating to boundary questions, to rights and privileges 
of other persons in the forests, to working-plans and annual 
plans of operations, and to all subjects affecting the general 
management and history of the forests included in the 
division, as well as all orders of Government and circulars on 
important subjects, should be carefully preserved. 

Those papers which it is proposed to destroy will be sub¬ 
mitted to the Conservator on his next visit, and his authority 
will be obtained for their destruction. 
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219. The above rules apply, as far as practicable, to sub- 
divisional offices also. 

Officers who are not provided with clerks will conform, 
as nearly as possible, to the above rules. They may, under 
ordinary circumstance.s, dispense with copying letters, but 
will in that case make fuller entries of their contents in the 
register books. 
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Fart ni.— Conservators’ Offices. 

220. B/egisters of receipts and issues of documents (Form 
No. 44) must be kept as ordered for Divisional Officers, Sec¬ 
tion 215). There may be as many register books as -will suit 
the requirements of the office. 

221. The rules regarding registry and docketing of cor¬ 
respondence, laid down, in Section 217, apply generally to 
Conservators’ offices. 

222. A register of the distribution of books, circulars, &c., 
will be kept (Form No.. 46). 

223. An abstract of all important correspondence will be 
submitted to the Local Government at the close of each 
mouth. 

224. When the Conservator is absent on tour, a list 
(Form No. 46) of all documents received in and issued from 
the office will be sent to him daily, or as frequently fas (he 
may direct, with all letters that cannot be answered without 
reference to Mm, and all reports and papers that it is desir¬ 
able he should see. 

The Conservator will return the list with his orders. 

225. Should the Conservator, whUe on tour, carry on any 
official correspondence which has not passed through his 
office, ho will scud there the original letters received, and 
copies of those written by him. He will keep a camp regis¬ 
ter book for the latter, the entries being numbered consecu¬ 
tively as in the case of other register hooks. 

226. Section 218 applies to Conservators’ offices. The 
Conservator’s sanction will he obtained before documents are 
destroyed. 

227. Should it not he found convenient in Conservators’ 
offices to employ the system of keeping correspondence in 
“ files ” and “ cases,” the papers may he arranged in month¬ 
ly files without reference to subjects, each paper in the file 
being given a consecutive monthly number. 

If this system is adopted, monthly registers (Form.No. 
47) will he necessary, and for purposes of reference an an¬ 
nual alphabetical index. 

The month and proceeding number of each letter should 
he entered on its docket. 
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Part rv.—Transfer of Charge. 

228. On the occasion of a transfer of charge, arrange- 
ments must be made by the two officers concerned that the 
relieving officer is placed in such a position as will enable 
him to carry on the duties of which he has taken charge in 
an efficient manner, and with as complete a knowledge of 
the property entrusted to his charge, the works in progress 
and all arrangements made in connection with them, as the 
circumstances of the case admit. 

229. A transfer report, signed by the relieved and reliev- TwBDfer report¬ 
ing officer, will, on the day of transfer, be submitted to the 
Conservator in the case of a transfer between two Divisional 
Officers, and to the Local Government in case of the trans¬ 
fer of a Conservator’s office. The relieving officer will send 

&fac simile of his signature to the officer in charge of the 
triiasury on which he has a letter of credit, in order that the 
latter may satisfy himself as to the validity of the cheques 
presented by him. 


230. The following rules relate to Conservators and 
Divisional Officers. The relieving officer must see that all 
office books are posted up to date, and in the case of cash and 
stock accounts, that the needful vouchers of receipts and AommUMd 
issues belonging to the accounts of the current month are 
made over to him. The relieving officer will make himself 
acquainted with all outstandings and liabilities on account ont.tandinit» 
of the department, and state that he has done so. undnawutisfc 


231. The cash book will be closed, and the eash balance C""- 
will be counted in the presence of both officers, who will' 
then sign the book. 


A certificate (Porm No. 48) will be made out in duplicate 
and signed by both officers. These certificates will be for- 
warded to the Conservator or to the Xiocal Government, and 
the original will be submitted to the Comptroller and Auditor 
General, or Comptroller, Hyderabad, as the case may be. 


232. In the case of a transfer between two Divisional 
Officers, the relieving officer will take over charge of all 
timber, bamboos, and other forest produce, for which a

233. Besides cash, timber, and forest produce, the follow¬ 
ing are the main classes of property which ordinarily form 
the subject of transfers between Divisional Officers:— 

(1) Demarcated reserves. 

(2) Plantations. 

(3) Timber depdts and revenue stations. 

(4) Buildings, roads, and bridges. 

(6) Live-stock. 

(6) Machinery, stores, instruments, and tools, 

(7) Books and maps. 

(8) Office records. 

(9) Office fumitore. 

234. In the transfer report the relieving officer should 
state by what means he has satisfied himself of the nature and 
condition of the different ‘ classes of property of which he 
has taken charge. 

Live and dead stock and other articles which may be at 
head-quarters, as well as books and maps, office records and 
office furniture, should, as a rule, he personally inspected 
by the relieving officer at the time of transfer, and the fact 
of this having been done should be stated. 

In the case of property at a distance from head-quarters, 
the registers and other documents in which they are de¬ 
scribed should be examined. 

235. It will rest with the Local Government to prescribe 
the forms of reports and certificates to be submitted by 
officers subordinate to Divisional Officers in cases of transfer 
of charge. 
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236. A brief annual report or stateqjent of progress in annual report! 
each division will be submitted to the Conservator % Divi- 

sional Officers in such a form, with such an arrangement of 
subjects, and such details as may from time to time be pre¬ 
scribed by him. The report will be accompanied by such of • 
the annual returns in Poms Nos. 49^62, detailed in Section 
238, and by such other returns as the Conservator may direct. 

237. The Conservator will review, in a concise man¬ 
ner, each divisional report, and communicate a copy of his 
review to the Divisional Officer concerned for information 
and guidance. 

The Conservator will then prepare a short report for Auuoal Keporti. 
the Circle, exhibiting, in a concise manner, the progress 
of the work during ^e year, and submit it to the Local 
Government.

Under Chapter IV, “ Yield and working,” the following 
sub-heads may be found suitable 
Departmental operations. 

Keinoval of prodnce by purchasers. ' 

Free grants of forest produce. 

Produce removed by right-holders and under privileges. 
Summary of produce removed from the forests. 

Imports and exports of forest prodnce. 

The report should give a clear and precise history of tho 
. work of the year, and, whenever necessary, the result should 
* be compared with those of former years. 

Each sub-head will ordinarily commence with some gen¬ 
eral remarks on the subject refeiTing to the whole cinde, 
accompanied by an abstract exhibiting the progress of tho 
work, and then will follow the more important details of the 
work in each division under such sub-ljead. 

The yield and the financial results should, whenever prac¬ 
ticable, be shown separately for reserved, protected, and 
district forests. _ • 

Wherever a working-plan exists, it should be explained 
how far the forests have been managed in accordance with its 
provisions. 

Care must be taken to exclude all unnecessary details, and 
it should be understood that the annual report is not the place 
for discussing subjects which require the separate orders 
of Government.

APPENDIX 1. 

Memorandum of Conditions for the admission and training of 
Students at the Forest School, Dehra Dun, dated the 3rd June 
1884- 


Instruction at the Forest School, Dehra Dun, will he given in two 
courses—one in English for candidates for the Hanger’s certificate, the 
other iu Hindustani for candidates for the Forester’s certificate. 

2. Candidates who desire to be received at the Forest School will be 
selected by the Director of the School, or by Conservators of Forests 
acting under such orders as may from time to time be given by tho 
Local Government or Administration under which they are serving. 

3. Students must, on admission to the School, be not less thau 18 or 
more than 25 j'cars of age. Exeei)tions from this rule require the pre¬ 
vious sanction of tlio Government of India. Eauh candidate will be 
required to furuish a certificate of sound health, good vision and hearing, 
from the Civil Surgeon of the station nearest to his place of residence. 

4. It will he the duty of the Conservator, or tlio Director of tho 
School, to satisfy himself that the candidates have a good moral charac¬ 
ter, a<!tive habits, fair powers of observation, and sense of lociility, and 
such other qn.alilications as are necessary for a Forest subordinate. 

5. As a rule, no students will be received .at the Forest Sebool who 
have uot proved their fitness for Forest work by service in the subordi¬ 
nate staff of the Department, whether perinuucnt or temporary, during a 
period of not less thau twelve months. 

t5. Candidates for the Hanger’s certificate must have passed the 
Entrance Examination of an Indian University. In the case of both an, 
English and an Oriental side existing at any University, the Entrance 
Examination must have been ]>assed on the English side. Candidates 
for the Forester’s certificate must have ])assed the Middle Class Exfimiiia- 
tion in the North-Western Provinces and Oudh, or an equivalent stand¬ 
ard in other provinces, and they must possess a competent knowledge of 
Urdu or Hindi. 

The couditiou of having passed those examinations may be dispensed 
with in the case of candidates who were iu the Forest service ou the Ist 
December 1881, provided that the Director of the Forest Sebool is satis¬ 
fied that they have attained such a standard of general education as will 
enable them to follow the course of instruction with advantage. 

7. Candidates selected for admission to the School will Join at Dehra 
Dun ou the 25th June.

8. The course of training' for the Kan goer's certificate will extend over 
eijrhteeu months, and that for the Forester’s certificate over twelve 
months. 

9. During the coui'sc of instruction the Director will furnish Conser¬ 
vators of Forests peiiodieall 3 ' with reports on tlie application and pro¬ 
gress of the studcnts.sent by them to the School. 

The Dircetor has power to dismiss any student for misconduct, and a 
student thus dismissed will not be re-admitted to the School. The 
Director niaj' also remand to his Province or Circle any student who, iu 
his opinion, is not sufRcientl 3 ' promising. 

10. Successful students will, at the close of the course of instruction, 
receive a Kanger’s or Forester’s certificate. Students of special merit 
may be granted certificates with honours. Students of the Hanger’s 
class who fail to obtain the Hanger’s certificate m.-iy be granted the 
Forester’s certificate. Those who have obtained (he Kanger’s certificate 
may, on return to their Province or Circle, lie appointed to the class of 
Ranger. The students who have obtained the P’orester’s certificate must 
serve satisfactoril 3 ’- as P’oresters for at least two years after their return 
from the School, before they are considered qualified for promotion to the 
class of Ranger. 

11. No person who has not qualified in the manner here prescribed 
shall be appointed a Uanger without the special sanction in eacli case of 
the Local (iovernment.

Home, Revenue, and Agricultural Department Circular Resolution 
Ho. 25F., dated Use 131k. November 1880. 

The President in Council is of opinion that, as an experimental mea¬ 
sure, a certain uiiniber of non-commissioned officers of the Native Army 
should be employed as Forest Bangers and Foresters in the provinces 
under the Govi-rnnient of India. In Berar and the Central Provinces 
this has already, in a few iu.'itanccs, been done with satisfactory results, 
and the President in Council considers that more general effect may now 
he given to tlie suggestion offered by Colonel Pearson, more especially as, 
in the Bengal Famine of 1874, the oflieers of the Native Army who were 
sent down to work in the relief operations were found to he among the 
must hard-working, trustworthy, and honest subordinates so employed. 

2. The President in Council has been pleased to request His Excel¬ 
lency the Coinmundcr-in-Cliief to cause the needful instructions to 
be issued, in order that ilue assistance may he rendered to Conservators 
of Forests in the selection of promising non-commissioned officers of 
regiments for employment as foresters and forest rangers in the provinces 
under the Government of India. His Excellency the Commander-in- 
Chief has accordingly issued a general order, which provides that Officers 
Commanding Regiments of Native Cavalry iind Inlantry shall afford 
every liicility to Conservators of Forests, when called upon Ibr the names 
of suitable non-cornmissioned officers of the regiments under t heir com¬ 
mand, and for assistance iu their selection for employment iu the

3. As regards the selection, Conservators will to some extent be 
guided by the general principles laid down regarding the selection of 
Native Apprentices and Probationers for tbe Forest Department. Only- 
young men of good constitution and active habits should be chosen; 
they should possess fair powers of observation, a good sense of locality, 
and such other qualifications as arc necessary to make them useful forest 
officers. The maximum limit of age has been fixed at 30 years; older 
men should not be taken, and younger men should have j)rcference. 

4. As a rule, each Conservator should only select such men as he 
may require for service in his own province, acting under such orders as 
he may from time to time receive from tlie Government to which be is 
subordinate. Tbe men selected should, as a matter of course, be familiar 
with the language spoken in the district in which it is intended to 
em])loy them. 

5. This will be the procedure in ordinary cases. If any of the men 
whoso names have been sent to the nearest Conservator cannot be 
employed by him. Commanding Officers may submit the names oi' such 
men to the Conservator of tlie School Circle, North-Western Provinces. 
This officer should, under the orders of the Government of the North- 
Western Provinces, select any suitable men for whom he thinks it likely 
that employment can be found. The men chosen by him should, in the 
first instance, be employed in the School Circle on the same footing as 
Apprentices sent by Conservators of other provinces ; and, for those who 
may prove suitable and promising, it will probably not be difficult to 
find employment, in other provinces or in the foi'ests of Native States. 
'J’lie pay and allowances of these men while employed in the School 
Circle should be defrayed, cither from the monthly maximum amount 
sanctioned for permanent subordinate establi-shments, or from the amount 
available for the entertainment of temporary establishments. 

There may be Conservators who may not have sufficient opportunities 
for selecting suitable men from the regiments stationed in or near their 
province. In such cases they may apply to the Conservator of a neigh¬ 
bouring province, or to the Conservator of the School Circle in the North- 
Western Provinces, to select men on their behalf. And it sliould be 
made specially the duty of the Conservator of the School Circle to assist 
Conservators in other provinces in this respect. 

All these arrangements may be made, under the control of Local 
Governments, between Conservators and Commanding Oflicers without 
the intervention of the Government of India. 

6. The time of probation in the forests, whether of the School Circle 
or of other provinces, should be one year. Those men whom, on the 
expiry of their probation, it is considered desirable to retain in tbe forests, 
should make their choice as to the conditions of service. They may 
either take their discharge, and then their year of probal.iou will count as 
service under section li,* exception 4, of the Civil Pension Code, or the}’ 
may serve in the Forest Department under the conditions of the General

Orders by the Government of India in the Military Department, 
No. 3C0, dated the 14th March 1865 (vitle Bengal Army Regulations, 
paragra])hs 75—77, section 26), and in that case they will qualify for 
the special rates of pension laid down in those orders. Those men whom, 
after the year of probation is over, it is not considered desirable to 
retain in the forests, will return to their regiments. 

7. Lists of the native non-commissioned officers employed in the 
Forest Department under these conditions, with remarks regarding the 
success, or otherwise, which has attended the experiment, should be 
recorded in the Annual Progress Reports of Forest Administration 
which are submitted by Local Goveruinciits to the Government of 
India. 

8. These orders do not rebate to the Presidencies of Madras and 
Bombay; but the President in Council recommends the plan here pro¬ 
posed to the consideration of the Madras and Bombay Governments.

The following rules regarding the examinations of Forest Officers in 
the provinces under the Lieutenaiit-Governnr of Bengal, are, with the 
Eiinction of the Government of India, published for general informa¬ 
tion :— 

The officers of the Forest Department in Bengal will be required to 
pass by the same standards of examination (Higher and Lower) in 
Bengali and Hindustani as are prescribed for Police Officers* The 
examinations will be conducted under the orders of the Central Examin¬ 
ation (;ominittee, Calcutta, at the several local centre.s, as proviiUd for 
in the Examination rules of the 21st November 187k Special jiapers 
will, however, be prepared for Forest Officers, in which technical judicial 
terms will be avoided, and such terms substituted as bear directly on 
Forest work. 

A Forest officer passing the above examinations will be considered to 
have fulfilled the conditions as regards examination in languages laid 
down in Buies 17 and IS of the Forest Department Code,t for the 
purpose of promotion to the higher grades. The Examinations passed 
by h'oresli. Officers in Hindustani by the Military Standard in the other 
provinces or in Bengal, previous to the issue of these orders, will 
however, hold good for the purposes of promotion. 


Examination of Forest Officers in Assam. 

Order by the Chief Commissioner of Assam, No. 291, dated the 4th

The following rules regarding the examination of Forest Officers in

tbe language examinations of Police Officers in Bengal. The examin. 
ations will be conducted under the orders of the Central Examination 
Committee, Shillong, at the several local centres, in the manner provided 
for the examination of Assistant and Extra Assistant Commissioners in 
this province. Special papers will, however, be prepared for Forest 
Officers, in which technical judicial terms will be avoided and such 
terms substituted as bear directly on Forest work. 

A Forest officer passing the above examinations will be considered to 
have fulfilled tbe conditions as regards examination in languages laid 
down in Buies 17 and 18 of the Forest Department Code,* for the pur¬ 
pose of promotion to higher grades. The examinations passed by Forest 
Officers in Hindustani by the Military Standard in the other provinces, or 
in Bengal, previous to the issue of these orders, will, however, hold good 
for purposes of promotion.

Tbe following rules for tbe Vernacular Examination of Forest Officers

an officer of any Court, or a Forest subordinate, on 
points connected with his official duties, and also 
with a peasant on rural and other simple topics. 

{b) To the preceding the following should be added for examin¬ 
ation by the Higher Standard in Marathi 

(1) The examinee should be able to translate (in writing) 

into the Marathi of the Courts, with fair correct¬ 
ness and without assistance of any kind, an English 
memorandum connected with Forest questions, or 
other official paper furnished by the Committee. 

(2) He must dictate in the Marathi of the Courts an intelli¬ 

gible translation of an English report or order. 

(c) The Lower Standard in Hindustani shall be the same as that 
fixed for Marathi, except that papers in the Persian and 
Magri characters shall be substituted for the Marathi 
paper, and the test of the candidates in colloquial power 
be limited to conversation with a Court official or Forest 
subordinate. 

VII. The object of Forest examination in the vernaculars being to 
insure Forest Officers being able to communicate with the people of 
the country, and check ve 4 ;uacular reports and accounts with facility, 
no officer shall be deemed to have passed who is not proficient in all 
portions of the examination,—i.e., in reading and conversation, or 
reading, writing, and conversation, according to the standard in 
question.

Examination of Forest Officers in Britisli Burma. 

\Eieiraet from Notification hy the Chief Commissioner of British Burma, 
No. 223, dated the 2Hd June 1884."] 


There are three tests for examination in the Burmese language^ 
called respectively the Elementary, Lower, and Higher Standard. * 

The following are the tests for examination in Burmese by the 
Elementary Standard 

(i) Beading and translation, 24 marks. 

The examinee should be required, within a limited time, to read 
aloud an easy and plainly written manuscript or printed book in the 
Burmese language, and to translate, with a fair degree of correctness, a 
short and easy passage therefrom. 

(ii) Convorsation, 36 marks. 

He should be tested in conversation with an intelligent educated 
Native of Burma, and should satisfy the Committee that he is able to 
understand and make himself understood by educated and intelligent 
Natives in conversation upon simple and ordinary topics. 

The following are tests for examination in Burmese by the Lower 
Standard- 

(i) Beading and translation, 36 marks. 

The examinee should be required, within a limited time, to read an 
easy manuscript written in the Burmese language, and to give an intelli* 
gible written translation thereof in English. 

(ii) Translation from English into Burmese, 24 marks. 

He should be required to dictate in Burmese, with fair accuracy, a 
paper containing easy English sentences. 

(iii) Conversation, 60 marks. 

He should be tested in conversation with Natives of Burma, in such 
manner and to such extent as shall suffice to satisfy the Committee that 
he is able to understand Burmans and make himself understood by them, 
both in common conversation and in the usual course of office business. 

^ The examination by the Higher Standard in Burmese shall be 
similar in its nature to that for the Lower Standard, but more difficult 
in degree. An English judgment, or other official paper, should be 
dictate by Uui examinee in Burmese. In the vernacular portion of this 
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examination, tbe papers selected as tests should be ofiSce papers of ordi¬ 
nary type. The translation, dictation, and conversation should be 
moderately fluent and readily intelligible, and the examinee should be 
tested in his power of explaining himself to Burmans in the vernacular 
on any topic that may occur in official business. 

In order to pass by any of the above standards in the Burmese 
language, the examinee must obtain at least seven-twelfths of the aggre¬ 
gate number of marks allotted for the entire examination, and must 
obtain in each separate branch not less than one-half of the. marks 
allotted to that branch. An officer who passes in Burmese and obtains 
three-quarters of the aggregate number of marks allotted for the entire 
examination will be considered to have passed with credit, and one who 
obtains five-sixths with great credit. 
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
